A BATCH OF TELL-TALE TELEGRAMS 


Carefully Concocted Plan to Seize 
the Rich Gold Reef of Wit- 
watersrand for Britain. 


EHODES’S POSITION MADE INDEFENSIBLE 


President Cleveland Reported to Have 
Sent a Persoual Appeal to Presi- 


dent Krueger for Mercy. 


‘Lonpon, April 30.—A vastly different as- 
pect has been put on the Transvaal trouble 
by the publication of a number of cipher 
telegraphic dispatches, translation of which 
will be found below. 

It has been claimed by many interested 


persons that Cecil Rhodes, the head and’ 


front of the British South Africa Company, 
and other officials of that concern were not 
cognizant of the intended raid into the ter- 
ritory of a friendly State, and had no 
knowledge that a revolution was pending 
in Johannesburg. 

Some critics of the company, notably 
Mr.. Labouchére, M. P., editor of Truth, 
held’ that the company’s officials were fully 
aware of the intended movements and 
seathingly arraigned them for their duplic- 
ity and hypocrisy. This called down upon 
his -head vituperative abuse from certain 
journals against which there is more than @ 
suspicion that they are subsidized by the 
company. 

It appears now, however, to be pretty 
firmly established that the event has justi- 
fied Mr. Labouchére’s charges, and this fact 
is admitted even by papers that have here- 
tofore been firm in their defense of Mr. 
Rhodes and his colleagues. 

The publication of the telegrams will 
prove a rather severe blow to the cocksure 
diplomacy of Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, who has been 
lauced on all sides for the great skill he 
had’ displayed in the negotiations with 
President Krueger. A careful review of all 
the facts since the trouble began will show 
that every move on the diplomatic chess- 
board has been won by the man whom 
many Englishmen characteii.ed as an ignor- 
ant Boer. 

He may be ignorant, he himself has even 
confessed that he has little learning de- 
rived from books, but all through the 
trouble he has shown that, for the Trans- 
vaal, he is the right man for the place 
he holds. He is a natural-born diplomat, 


‘who has made Mr. Chamberlain hig toy 


throughout. 

His keeping all information of the incrim- 
inating telegrams from public knowledge 
until the most opportune moment artived 
for their publication is considered, even 
by those who can in no sense be called his 
admirers, as 2 master stroke of diplomatic 
eagacity. It leaves the whole crowd of 
“Chartered Freebooters,’”’ as they have 
been termed, without a leg to stand upon. 

So convincing is the proof of their com- 
plicity in the crime that somé~of their 
apologists intimate that the dispatches are 
forgeries, or that they have been willfully 
mistranslated. There is convincing evi- 
dence, however, that they are genuine and 
that the translations are correct. 

They prove that for some time prior to 
Dr. Jameson’s raid into the Transvaal the

were fully aware of what was going on, 
and that Dr. Jameson was acting under in- 
structions from some one high in the coun- 
cils of the company. 

When thr crush came the prime movers 
in the revolutionary agitation scurried for 
shelter, ant D-. Jameson, though perhaps 
equally guilty with them, was made a 
scapegoat for all their wrongdoing in this 
direction. As the case at present stands 
President Kruger is master of the situa- 
tion, and considerabie interest is felt as to 
what the mext move on the part of Mr. 
Chamberlain will be. 

It is noticeable that the papers that were 
so bitter in their comments against the 
Transvaal Government when the announce- 
ment was made of the severe sentences that 
had been passed upon the Pretoria prison-

that the publication of the despatches has 
had the effect -hat President Kriiger un- 
doubtedly intended it to ave. 

Messrs Rhodes, Bolt, and Harrig will 
very likely be called upon to explain their 
connection with the conspiracy, and a 
further explanation will be due from Mr. 
Rhodes of the assurances he gave to Mr. 


. Chamberlain during his recent visit to Eng- 


land. 

PRETORIA, April 30.—A great sensation 
has been caused here by the publication of 
a@ series of telegrams that were entered as 


evidence at the trial of the members of the 
Reform Committee. 

These telegrams, it is claimed here, show 
beyond any doubt whatever that the raid 
of Dr. Jameson was not the result of a 
desire to protect the women and children 
of Johannesburg in the event of a rising 
there, as has been so sedulously argued, 
‘but was the outcome of a carefully prear- 
Tanged plan on the part of certain: indi- 
viduals of the South African Company to 
@eize a portion %f the Transvaal, a section 
well known to be the rich gold reef of 
Witwatersrand, on which Johannesburg is 
situated. 

Some of the telegrams were in cipher, 
and on their face were apparently harmless 
business inuesSsages between different men 
of Johannesburg and the South Africa 
Company. At the time Dr. Jameson and 
his companions were captured by the Boers 
the latter found in the doctor’s bag a key 
for code messages. This was taken by the 
authorities, wao later obtained messages 
containing words corresponding with those 
in the key. 

The dates of the dispatches ranged from 
Dec. 7 to Dec. 29. Following are extracts 
from the messages: 

ec. 11, Col. Rhodes, Johannesburg, to 
White, Mafeking—Inform Jameson not to 
send more heroes before January. No more 
room for them. 

Dec. 138, Stevens, Cape Town, to Col. 
Rhodes, Johannesburg—Jameson wires most 
strongly urging no postponing shareholders’ 
meeting. Let Hammond inform, weak part- 
ners that any delay most injurious. 

Dee. 18, Hammond, Johannesburg, to 
Cecil Rhodes, Cape Town—Canhot arrange 
respective i: terests without Beit. Fiotation 
must be delayed until his arrival. 

Dec. 19. PReit replied that his health pre- 
vented him from going to Johannesburg, 
and asking where the hitch was. 

Dec. 18, Dr. Wolff, Johannesburg, to 
White, Pitsani—I suggest that you imme- 
diately instruct Major Grey to forward, as 
soon as possible, 200,000 rounds of his sur- 
plus ammu:.ition to Gardner Williams.

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HAMILTON DISSTON FOUND DEAD. 


———— 


Wiend of Largest Snxw Manufacturing 
Werks in the Country. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—Hamilton Diss- 
ton, the head of the extensive saw works 
of Henry Disston & Sons of this city, was 
found dead in bed in his house, Broad and 
Jefferson Streets, this morning. Heart dis- 
ease was the supposed cause of death. 
Mr. Disston was a millionaire and was 
prominent in Republican politics. 

Mr. Disston was apparently in fair health 
yesterday, although he had not regained 
the vigor that was sapped by an attack of 
typhoid pneumonia some months ago. He 
complained Tuesday of fatigue and of pain 
in the region of his heart, but he attributed 
this to.overwork. He and his wife attended 
a theatre last night, and upon their return 


Mr. Disston retired in a spare room of his 
dwelling. When ' he did not answer the 
breakfast call this morning, Mrs. Disston, 
accompanied by Mr. Disston’s private sec- 
retary, went to his room and found him 
dead. A physician pronounced life to have 
been extinct for fully three hours and said 
heart disease was the cause of death. A 
widow and one son and two daughters sur- 
vive him. 

Mr. Disston was born in Philadelphia 
Aug. 23, 1844, and in 1878, upon the death 
of his father, Henry Disston, who was the 
largest manufacturer of saws and files in 
the United States, he became the control- 
ling member of the firm. The sons Hamil- 
ton, Horace C., William, and Jacob 8. suc- 
ceeded their father in the business he had 
established, and the 
as Henry Disston & Sons. The plant, which 
represents an outlay of $3,000,000, is in Ta- 
cony, a suburb, and the firm gives employ- 
ment to 6,000 persons. 

Hamilton Disston in 1877, while traveling 
through Florida, became convinced of the 
practicability of reclaiming a vast region 
of that State to agriculture by draining 
Lake Okechobee by the construction of a 
canal. It was not, however, until three 
years later thst he entered seriously into a 
consideration of the subject. He formed in 
1881 the Disston Land Company, which pur- 
chased 4,000,000 acres of land from _ the 
State of Florida. The tract was reclaimed 
by draining, Mr. Disston himself living in 
Florida for months and supervising the 
work. Kissimee City is practically a monu- 
ment to this development inaugurated by 


m. 

Mr. Disston was an influential Republican 
and was a generous contributor to the cam- 
paign funds, He had been a local leader 
in the party in Philadelphia for years, For 
twenty years Mr. Disston had been a rep- 
resentative man in the Pennsylvania dele- 
gations to National Conventions, and in all 
movements to strengthen the protectionist 
idea in National legislation he was conspic- 
uous. 

His life was insured for over $1,000,000, he 
being the second largest insured man in the 
country. Ex-Postmaster General John 
Wanamaker of this city is the leader in 
this respect in the United States. 


AN AVERAGE HEALTHY 





YEAR. 


Special Diseases Which Afflicted Cer- 
tain Sections of the Land. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—In answer to the 
genera] question whether or not the past 
year has been a healthful one for human 
beings, the estimate from about 72 per cent. 
of the counties of the United States re- 
porting to .the Department of Agriculture 
is that the people’s health is equal to an 
average, while 28 per cent. put it below 
the average. 

Six hundred and fifty-four counties 
throughout the country make mention of 
special diseases, the leading complaints 
being grip from 305 counties, or 47 per cent. 
of the whole; pneumonia from 228, or 35 per 
cent.; typhoid fever from. 212,. gr 32) per 
cent.; measles from 138, or 21 per cent.; 
malarial fever from 90, or 44 per eent.; diph- 


theria from 78, or.12 per cent.; lung troubles 
from 60, or 9 per cent., and scarlet fever 
from 58, or 9 per cent. 

Typhoid fever seems to have been espe- 
cially prevalent in Chio where its ravages 
are explained by contamination of the water 
supply resulting from the long-continued 
drought. Measles were epidemic chiefly in 
Gcorgia and the Carolinas, and malarial 
fever in the Gulf and Lower Mississippi 
States. Pneumonia and lung troubles ap- 
pear from the reports to have been propor- 
tionately more prevalent in the Middle Mis- 
sissippi Valley—Kentucky, Illinois, Missou- 
ri, and neighboring States—than in the re- 
gion north of it. 





CASHIER NOXON IN VENEZUELA. 


He Writes to the Presidents of the 
Sing Sing Banks. 


Srnec Sino, April 30.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of Isaac B. 
Noxon, ex-Cashier of the First National 
Bank, and Secretary of the Sing Sing Sav- 
ings Bank, has been cleared up. Stephen M. 
Sherwood, President of the Savings Bank, 
and Henry C. Nelson, President of the 
First National Bank, to-day received let- 
ters from Mr. Noxon, dated Caracas, Vene- 


zuela, Aori 15. 

Mr. Noxot. says when he left he went he 
knew not whither, nor did he care. He 
was distracted, and could not summon 
courage to return to Sing Sing and face 
those from whom he had borrowed money 
without being able io repay them, or give 
them assurances of getting what was due 
them. 

He is humiliated and distressed beyond 
expression, “in a strange land, without 
money, without home, without fiends, yet 
not withou: hope of eventually returning 
and being able to straighten out his finan- 
cial affairs.” 

The letter is disconnected and rambling, 
showing he is laboring under mental strain. 

President Sherwood says he is confident 
Mr. Noxon will retrieve his fortunes and 
come back prepared to settle honorably 
with his friends. 


WAR ON THE WOMAN QUESTION. 





It Will Be the Leading One Before 
the Methodist Episcopal Conference. 


CLEVELAND, April 30.—More than 200 del- 
egates to the quadrennial conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which will 
open to-morrow, have arrived in this city. 
It is the consensus of opinion that the most 
exciting battles of the conference will be 
fought between the champions and oppo- 
nents of the woman question. 

The first meeting in connection with the 
conference was the biennial session of the 
Board of Control of the Epworth League. 
At yesterday’s session Bishop Fitzgerald 
of New-Orleans presided, and delivered an 
address on the work of the league, 

The Germans are leading the opposition 
against ‘women delegates in the confer- 
ence, and are confident of success. They 
have issued a strong protest against the 
innovation, and their opposition threatens 
the unity of the Church. Leading dele- 
gates say that the opposition amounts al- 
most to secession. Bishop Fowler of Min- 
neapolis said that in his opinion the oppo- 
sition of the Germans would defeat the 
admission of women to the General Con- 
ference. 


A Niagara Falls Celebration, 


NIAGARA FA.is, N. Y., April 30.—Two thou- 
sand persons gathered at Model City to-day to 
celebrate the resumption of work on the canal 
which is to develop from Niagara River water 
140,000 horse power for manufacturing and other 
purposes in the new industrial city. Among 
those present were representatives of moneyed 
interests from Chicago, Hartford, Springfield, 
Mass.; Cleveland, Pittsburg, Phtladelphia, New- 
York, Boston, Albany, Bay City, Mich., and 
Toronto. The undertaking, which is being car- 
ried on by the Niagara Power and Development 
Company, excels in magnitude any similar en- 
terprise on the continent.

LOTTIE SCHUMACHER RUN 
DOWN BY A BEER WAGON. 


MISS 


The Vehicle Was Going at a Rapid 
Rate When tt Knocked Her Over 
at Manhattan Avenue and One 
Hundred and Sixth Street—Her 
Legs Were Broken and She Re- 
ceived Internal Injuries—Albert 
Keanz, the Driver, Arrested. 

Miss Lottie Schumacher, twenty-two years 
old, of 25 East Forty-sixth Street, was run 
down by a beer wagon at One Hundred and 

Sixth Street and Manhattan Avenue at 

4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, while rid- 


ing a Vicycle, and received injuries from 


which she died half an hour later at the 
Manhattan Hospital. . 

She was unaccompanied, and was going 
west from Central Park. As she reached 
Manhattan Avenue the beer wagon, which 
was going at a rapid rate, turned sharply 
into One Hundred and Sixth Street, and 


‘struck her bicycle. She was thrown under 


the wagon, the wheels of which passed over 
her. Both.of her legs were broken, and 
she received severe internal injuries. 

Albert Keanz, the driver of the beer 
wagon, which is owned by a Mr. Kauen- 
acker, was arrested and locked up in the 
West Une Hundredth Street Police Sta- 
tion. He said that he shouted to Miss 
Schumacher to get out of the way, but it 
appears from his own story, as well as that 
of bystanders, that his horses were going 
so fast that he could not stop them in 
time to prevent the accident. The general 
opinion of those. who witnessed the acci- 
dent is that it was the result of reckless 
driving on ‘the part of Keanz. 

Miss Schumacher was riding within five 
feet of the curb when she was struck, and 
it was said by bystanders that if the beer 
wagon had made a proper curve in turning 
the corner the collision would have been 
avoided, 

One Hundred and Sixth Street has be- 
come within the last two years a thor- 


oughfare for cyclists, as it has*an asphalt 
pavement. There is an incline where the 
accident occurred, and Keanz is blamed for 
driving so rapidly at that point. 

Miss Schumacher was a typewriter, but 
had been out of employment for several 
weeks. She had boarded with Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Edson, at 23 East Forty-sixth Street, 
since last Fall, and had previously boarded 
for a year and a half with Miss Donald- 
son, at 29 East Forty-sixth Street. She 
is said to have been a refined woman. Her 
father is dead, but her mother and sister 
live in Binghamton, N. Y

@ bad one, because of his heavy weight. 
The other rider, who was slightly injured, 
went away after his injuries were attended 
to by an ambulance surgeon. He was a 
deaf-mute, and the Park police did not ob- 
tain his name. 

Callers upon Mr. Cockran last night were 
referred to Dr. W. 8. Bull of 35 West Thir- 
ty-fifth Street for .a statement of his in- 
juries. Dr. Bull said: 

I made a thorough examination of Mr. Cockran 
this afternoon. He is not seriously injured. His 
leit hip is Bruised and the tendons of the leg 
are straimed, and that is all. His injuries are 
trivial, but they are extremely painful. His in- 
juries are dangerous neither to life nor limb. 

Dr. Bull said Mr. Cockran would probably 
be about again in a week or two.

FLAMES IN 


Elevated Railroad Prevented Use of 
Water Tower—Damage, $30,000, 


The bookbindery of Smith & Hessler, 
which occupied the upper three floors of 
the five-story brick building, 98 and 100 
Greenwich Street, was burned out last 
night by a fire that started just before 9 
o’clock. What little stock was not burned 
was rendered valueless by water and smoke. 
The loss ou s.ock is estimated at about 
$20,000. It will cost over $10,000 to repair 
the building. The first and second floors 
were vacant. 

Oscar Hunson, forty-one years old, a cook, 
of Long Branch, N. J., was knocked down 
by the shaft of Battalion, Chief Binn’s 
wagon. He was injured about the head 
and iegs, and was taken to Hudson Street 
Hospital. 

The water tower was useless on account 
of the elevated railroad structure. The 
Barber Warehouse of Charles Griffin, at 102 
and 104 Greenwich Street, was in immi-. 
nent danger, and the'stock therein will suf- 
fer slight damage by water. 

The next building south of the fire is 
occupied asa saloon and tenement, and two 
tenements in the rear of 105 and 107 Wash- 
ir gon Street backed up within a foot of the 
burning building. The latter were filled 
with Syrian and Greek families, who were 
with much difficulty driven out by the 
reserves of the Church Street Police Station.

to Whom James G. 
Is Dead. 


Warren Fisher, 
Blaine Wrote, 


Boston, -April 30.—Warren Fisher, who 
came into prominence in 1876 through his 
eonnection with the investigation of charges 
aimed at James G. Blaine, died to-day at 
his home, in Fisher Avenue, Roxbury. 

Mr. Fisher was a broker in this city in 
1876, and to him were written those letters 
that, when Mr. Blaine ran for the Presi- 
dency in 1884, were known as “the Mulli- 

an letters.” James Mulligan was’ Mr. 

isher’s bookkeeper, and to him Mr. Fisher 
gave the letters, which, it was alleged, 
showed that while Mr. Blaine was Speaker 
of the House he used his tion to se- 
cure stocks and bonds of the Little Rock 
and Fort Smith Railroad Company. 

The letters were written hetween 1869 
and 1872: Mr. Blaine, April 24, 1876, made 
a@ personal explanation of them to the 
House, and declared that, instead of mak- 
ing money in the deal for which he: had 
been criticised, he had lost $20,000. The 
letters, which were secured from Mulligan 
by Mr. Blaine, were read, and an investiga- 
tion was held, without result.

Not Thought, However, that Reserve 
Will Be Seriously Impaired, 


Prospects of engagements of Treasury 
gold to-day for export by to-morrow’s 
steamships received much attention down- 
town yesterday. The movement of ex- 
change Wednesday first excited fear that 
the time for gold exports might be close at 
hand.- Rates opened at an advance yester- 
day, and there were sales of bills for the 
evident purpose of shipping gold. Then 
the price of exchange yielded. It had 
touched $4.89, which has not been thought 
quite high enough to draw away gold. The 
closing rate was $4.88%. 

Notice of Secretary Carlisle’s call on the 
bond depository banks for $3,000,000 of bond 
money was generally construed as an act 


‘intended to check the course of exchange 


through the money market. A call on the 
banks for 20 per cent. of their bond hold- 
ings in March advanced rates for money 
and attracted foreign loans. The call yes- 
terday did not work the same way. It was 
for.a smaller percentage of holdings than 
the former call, which had drawn into the 
Treasury about $6,000,000, and it found the 
banks in condition to spare $3,000,000 easily. 
The recent currency movement in this di- 
rection increased bank holdings already 
adequate for business purposes. Conse- 
quently the call failed in its effect, if it 
was intended to advance interest rates. The 
money market did not seem to notice it. 

Bankers will not be unprepared for gold 
engagements to-day. It will require adroit 
figuring to show that gold can be shipped 
without loss, but the feeling that ship- 
ments must soon begin is strong. Should 
a start not be made to-day, it is believed 
that it will not be long deferred. There has 
been much gratification in the financial 
district that the outflow usual at this sea- 
son has been prevented. In this respect 
the year has made a distinct record. hile 
bankers would prefer that gold remain, they 
feel that the sentiment against exports has 
been generously indulged, and that moder- 
ate exports would perhaps work no disad- 
vantage to business. If they resulted in 
activity in money and in advances in rates 
sufficient to attract foreign capital again, 
their effect might be financially wholesome. 
No apprehension has appeared that a drain 
of gold can be large enough to impair seri- 
ously the abundance of the Treasury re- 
serve.

TYLER’S HUSBAND HELD. 


He Says He Was Drunk and Did Not 
Mean to Kill His Wife. 


HARTFORD, April 30.—Edwin Bethel, the 
Boston actor who fired four shots at his 
wife, known as Miss Dallas Tyler, at the 
Hotel Heublein last evening, was arraigned 
in the Police Court td-day before Assistant 
Judge Arthur Perkins, charged with as- 
sault with intent to kill, When asked what 
he had to say to the charge, he answered, 
“Nothing.” A plea of not guilty was en- 
tered. 

Miss Tyler, who said that she was the 
prisoner’s wife, gave her name as May 
Gertrude Ashlin Bethel, a member of Will- 
fam H. Crane’s Stock Company. She, her 


mother, Mrs. Ashlin; Alfred J. Estlow, 
clerk, and Alexander Stone, bell boy of the 
hotel, detailed the circumstances of the 
shooting, ard Policemen O’Neill and Heise 
told of the ariest. The prisoner admitted 
the shooting, but. said.that he neither in- 
tended to kill his wife nor his mother-in- 
law. He had been playing in ‘*‘ Hoodman 
Blind” .at the Grand Opera House, Boston, 
and left there yesterday morning. After 
reaching Hartford he drank.two gin cock- 
taila, two bottles of beer, and ‘a martini 
cocktail, and had eaten nothing but a box 
of sardines M three days. He and Miss 
Tylor were raurried os September, 1803, at 
either No, 264 or est Thirty-ninth 
Street, New-York, and ‘three months ago 
his mother-in-law told him’ to get out of 
the house She was the cause of his 
trouble with his wife. The revolver he rec- 
ognized as a- property revolver he had used. 
He had been studying and working hard, 
and his heaa troubled him. He loved his 
wife, and had «o desire to kill her.

WANTS THE PROPERTY EXEMP1ED. 


Booth-Tucker of Salvationists Sends 
Application to Tax, Board, 


As the office of the Tax Department was 
about closing yesterday, a young man wear- 
ing the Salvation Army uniform marched in 
and handed a document to President Bar- 
ker, which proved to be an application 
signed by Frederick De Latour Booth- 
Tucker, asking that the building at 120 
West Fourteenth Street be relieved from 
an assessment of $135,000, which had been 


placed on the property by the Tax Com- 
missioners. 

The ground on which the application was 
based was that the building was used for 
religious purposes. In his application 
Booth-Tucker asserted that the property 
had been exempted from taxation last 
year, after a hearing before the Tax Com- 
missioners. 

President Barker of the Tax Department 
said the property was not exempted from 
taxation iast year, as stated in the applica- 
tion of Booth-Tucker. Ballington Booth, 
Mr. Barker said, had never asked for the 
exemption of the Fourteenth Street prop- 
erty from taxation. A church in est 
Thirteenth Street, owned by the Salvation 
Army, and used as a place of worship, was 
exempted last year, under the law, but 
Ballington Booth said at the time that the 
assessment of the Fourteenth Street head- 
quarters was just and equitable, and the 
tax on it was paid. Booth-Tucker’s re- 
uest was referred to the Real Estate 

ureau of the Tax Department.

a mere laughing matter, and Mr. Manley has 
such a well-developed sense of the humor- 
ous that he cannot fail to discover that 
any further resistance to the McKinley 
wave is useless. Senator Chandler is being 
referred to now as a political sage for hav- 
ing been the first of the Eastern leaders to 
discover and yield to the McKinley ten- 
dency. Senator Proctor, it is now ascer- 
tained, discovered the weakness of the 
Reed boom in his State about as soon as 
the New-Hampshire men declared for Reed 
and McKinley, and last night ‘ Steve” 
Elkins, who was a candidate a few weeks 
ago, a Harrison man soon afterward, and 
more recently a man anxious to stop the 
McKinley boom with anybody, ‘ hopped 
down off his perch”? and admitted that he 
had thought all, the time that McKinley 
would: win the nomination. 

There are about six weeks left in which 
the et nena may think over their fa- 
vorite before nominating him. There will 
come then other weeks in which they will 
be called upon to advance his interests 


and ihduce the voters to put him in the 
White House. 

If they should happen to elect the Mc- 
Kinley who is living in Canton, Ohio, they 
will wake up soon after March 4, 1897, to 
discover that the man who was elected 
and the man they thought they were nom- 
inating were not the same men. A Wash- 
ington man who has known McKinley in- 
timately for many years spoke of the ideal- 
ized McKinley a day or two ago in a way 
that is appreciated here. 

“Who is the McKinley I hear the folks 
talking about?’’ he asked. 

Some one made a commonplace reply. 

“No,” he replied to the man who had 
asured him that there was no mistake 
about the identity of the two McKinleys, 
“They cannot be the same. This man 
the party is for is ingenious, broadminded, 
statesmanlike. He is brave, and eloquent, 
a man of decision, true to principle, and im- 
movable as a rock when he has taken a 
stand.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., April 30.—The oppo- 
nents of Gov.

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MR. ALDRIDGE IN A DILEMMA. 


The Canals Will Be Opened To-day, 
but Short of Lawful Representatives. 


ALBANY, April 30.—George Washington 
Aldridge, the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, whe has been eating humble pie 
since the Court of Appeals decided that he 
employed men along the canals last year 
in violation of the civil service law, has 


decided that the State canals will be opened 
to-morrow, as he announced some time ago. 

In opening the canals he is met with two 
conditions: That the Civil Service Commis- 
sion’s examinations for collectors of sta- 
tistics and collectors’ clerks will not be held 
until next Thursday, and there never hav- 
ing been any examinations for these posi- 
tions, there is no list from which to make 
temporary appointments. The law pro- 
vides that all positions in the civil service 
classification, even temporary, must be 
made from the eligible list. Controller Rob- 
erts’s declaration that he will pay no em- 
ployes unless certified by the Civil Service 
Commission has caused Superintendent Ald- 
ridge to look for help in another direction. 
He says the fifty-odd positions, twelve of 
them collectorships, will be filled tempo- 
rarily, and that the men will be paid for 
their services. Mr. Aldridge has himself 
alone to blame for the condition which now 
confronts him. He waited until the last 
moment before applying to the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission for examinations for the 
positions. 


HUNDREDS DROWN NEAR SHANGHAI, 





Two European Survivors of a Collis- 
ion of British Steamers. 


SHANGHAI, April 30.—The steamer On Wo 
has been sunk by coming into collision with 
the steamer Newchwang of Woo Sung, ten 
miles north of this port. The On Wo went 
down: immediately, and the Newchwang 
was beached to prevent her from sinking. 

It is feared that the accident has been 
very disastrous. Five foreigners and 250 
Chinese of those who were on board the 
On Wo are missing. 

LONDON, April 30.—A news agency dis- 
patch from Shanghai, published in The 
Globe, says that the British steamer On 
Wo has been sunk by collision with the 
steamer Newchwang, and that many lives 
have been lost. 

The European survivors of the sunken 
vessel are Second Officer Cooper and Third 
Engineer Allen. The United States war- 
ships Olympia, Boston, Yorktown, and De- 
troit sent boats to the assistance of the 
On Wo and saved many lives. 


Both the On Wo and the Newchwang 
were small British steamers engaged in 
trade in the China seas. The On Wo reg- 
istered 797 tons, and the tonnage of the 


Newchwang is 558. 





PRESS FOR SALE, IT IS RUMORED. 


Mr. Einstein Kept Busy Making De- 
nials, He Says. 


Reports that The Press, a New-York pen- 
ny paper, is again for sale, are rife on 
Newspaper Row: The paper was purchased 
by H. L. Einstein, a woolen manufacturer, 
some months ago, and not long afterward 
it was hinted about that the condition of 
the property had not been found as satis- 
factory as bookkeeping figures had repre- 
sented it, and that the new owner was tired 
of his bargain. Coalition with one or two 
other papers was said to haye been consid- 
ered, but if there were any deals to that 
end they failed to gc through. 

Mr. Einstein said yesterday that he had 
been kept busy denying such rumors. 

The paper has changed hands twice in the 
eight years of its existence. Frank Hatton 
and Robert P. Porter established it. They 
were succeeded by a company, in which J. 
F. Phillips was the controlling member. 
Mr. Phillips is a manufacturer in Fitch- 
burg, Mass., and was able to give to the 
paper only a portion of his attention. 

Mr. Einstein says he expects to continue 
in possession of the property, and does not 
intend to’ coalesce with any other paper.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Weekly Hydro- 
graphic Bulletin of the Navy Department, issued 
to-day, contains nearly fifty official reports of ice- 


bergs menacing transatlantic steamers crossing 
the Grand Banks, all the area between latitude 
40 and 50 and longitude 40 and 50, known as the 
** Rolling Forties,"’ being thick with pack ice 
and bergs, with attendant fogs. As the passenger 
steamers of the great lines continue to run on 
the southerly routes for several months, and the 
fields are still slightly north of these routes, 
the danger is not so great now aS it will be two 
weeks hence, when the drift will begin to cross 
the track of ineoming steamers. Warnings 
have been issued that the quantity of ice this 
season is unusually large. 





The Oregon Ready for Her Trial. 


San FRANcISCO, April 30.—The battleship 
Oregon is ready for war. She floated out of the 
dock at the Union Iron Works thirty minutes 


past midnight, equipped and arrayed for her trial 
trip. A supply of coal and provisions will be 
placed on bonrd at once, and the preparations for 
the test will be completed this week. The course 
of forty miles has been chogen along the coast 
of Santa Barbara. 

The trial will be made just as soon as every- 
thing is ready, and, if the weather is proper, it 
may be made on Monday next. The conditions 
require a minimum speed of fifteen knots during 
four consecutive hours. 





Another Carnegie Benefaction, 


PITTSBURG, April 30.—Andrew. Carnegie’ has 
purchased for $25,000 a plot of ground at Du- 
quesne, on which he will erect two handsome 


buildings, one for a public library, the other for 
a gymnasium and natatorium. The estimated 
cost of the buildings is $150,000. Work will be 
begun on the construction of the buildings with- 
in a few weeks. They will be free to the citi- 
zens of Duquesne and employes of the Car- 
negle Steel Company. 





Treasury Receipts and Expenditures, 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—Treasury figures 
which will be issued officially to-morrow, show 


that up to May 1 the excess of expenditures over 
receipts for the fiscal year aggregate $23,200,000, 
and that for-the month of April the excess was 
$41,500,000. . In round figures’ the receipts for the 
ten months of the fiscal year are $274,800,000, 
and expenditures, $298,000,000.

ITS RECORD NOT AN ENVIABLE ONE 





Subservieney to the Orders of the Ma

A BIG APPROPRIATION HASTILY MADE 


The Supplemental Supply Bill. Put 
Through the Senate With- 


out Consideration. 


ALBANY, April 30.—The Legisiature ade 
journed without date this afternoon, and left 
the impression upon the minds of all who 
have watched its course that perhaps the 
most valuable thing that it has done-is te 
Clearly define what is sure to be a most 
important issue in the next campaign. 

That issue is whether Platt shall be al- 


lowed in the future to exercise the one- 
man power to the extent of controlling all 
the important legislation of the State, or’ 
whether the people shall take a hand in 
such matters themselves and reassert: their 
rights. 

For all practical Purposes, the majority 
members of this Legislature might just as 
well have remained away from Albany and 
have allowed Platt to promulgate laws from 
49 Broadway, with the assistance of Tracy, 
Boardman & Platt and “ Lou” Payn, with 
an occasional consultation, for courtesy’s 
sake, with Edward Lauterbach. 

In justice to the majority, it ought to be 
said that the Capitol is still left in Albany, 
and that they did not pass as many bad 
bills as they might had the adjournment 
been delyed for a few weeks. 

Theoretically both houses adjourned. at 
2 o’clock. Practically they did nothing of 
the sort. When the Senate clock indicated 
1:55 P. M. an effort was made to turn back 
its hands. But the door of the big clock 
could not be opened and the minute hand 
was almost on the stroke of 2 when a page 
pulled the curtain from an adjoining win- 
dow over its face and thus obscured the 
hands. It was twenty minutes later when 
the Senate adjourned without date. 

There was trouble with the clock in the 
Assembly, too, and it seemed as though 
even Father Time was revolting at any, 
slight prolongation of this session. 

The usual last day scenes were enacted 
in both houses. There were flowers and 
pretty women. There were hurried roll 
calls and final efforts to rush pet measures 
through at the last moment, and of course. 
there was the inevitable giving of presents, 
interchanges of flatteries, and more or less 
sincere asSurances on the part of every~ 
body of their love and esteem for every- 
body else. 

The festive proceedings in the Senate 


were much more dignified than those in the 
Assembiy, and simply consisted in the pres- 
entation of a fine gold watch and chain 
to Lieut. Gov. Saxton, who is the only mem- 
ber of the upper house whose term expires 
nex‘ year 

In the Assembly the Speaker, Clerk Bax- 
ter, Assistant Clerk 4awley, the leaders of 
both sides, the messengers, pages, and the 
Sergeant at Arms, all got presents, and 
had speeches made at them. The throwing 
of oratorical bouquets was not concluded in 
the Assembly until 3:30. The speakers nom- 
inated Fish and Stanchfield and Col. Archie 
Baxter for Governor, and there were sOme 
nominations for Speaker. 

Mr. Fish looked delighted when his name 
was connected with the Gubernatorial nom- 
ination, but his jaw fell when Col. Baxter’s 
name was mentioned in the same connec- 
tion by Mr. Nixon. 

There was a band concert, too, at the 
wind-up of the Assembly session.. The mu- 
sic was furnished by the Catholic Protec- 
tory band of New-York City, which came 
here to-day to play to-night at Harmanug 
Bleecker Hall. 





A FITTING FINALE. me * 


Heavy Appropriation Rushed Through 
Without Consideration, 


ALBANY, April 30.—Two of the most im- 
portant measures of the whole session were 
adopted in the Senate in the last half hour 
of its final session to-day. They were the 
bill fixing the State tax at 2.69 mills 
on the dollar and the Supplemental Supply 
bill. 

‘The adoption of the tax rate is always 
necessarily delayed until the end, but the 
delay in the Supplemental Supply bill was 
unnecessary and inexcusable, and to-day 
Senator Cantor, by calling attention to. it, 
showed the delay up as a serious and 
dangerous abuse, and was sustained by sev- 
eral of the Republican Senators. It was a 
fitting incident with which to end the ses- 
sion, for it resolved itself into a severe 
criticism of the Republican leaders of the 
Assembly by the Republican leaders of the 
Senate. 

The Supplemental Supply bill came over 
from the Assembly at 1:20 o’clock, and a 
recess of ten minutes was taken to give 
the Finance Committee a.chance to go 
through the form of approving it. At 1:30 


o’clock, when Senator Mullin, Chairman of 
that committee, reported it to the Senate, 
Senator Cantor said: 

Before that bill is read, I think it is necessary 
to call the public’s attention to the manner in 
which this Supplemental Supply bill has been 
sent to the Senate by the Assembly half an hour 
before the Senate’s final adjournment. Although 
it provides for the expenditure of about $250,000 
of the public moneys, no opportunity has been 
given to the Finance Committee to examine it 
in any way. It is practically sent here by the 
leaders of the Assembly with a threat that if it 
is amended in any way tne bill cannot be passed, 
It is an outrage upon this body. 

Senator Mullin (Rep.) admitted that it 
was all,wrong. He said that the Finance 
Committee of the Senate had been ready 
to receive the bill for the past six weeks, 
but the measure originat with the As- 
sembly, ana it was not the Senate com- 
mittee’s fault. ‘‘It is not an unusual pro- 
ceeding,” said Senator Mullin. ‘It has 
been done in previous years, but that does 
not make it right. It is a matter that 
should be stopped.”’ 

‘In previous years, did the Finance Com- 
mittee have the opportunity carefully te 
consider the items in the bill?” asked Sen- 
ator Cantor. 

Senator Mullin said that it did not. Sen- 
ator Coggeshall then said: 

I don’t know whether this Supplemental Supply 
bill is all right or not. Senator Mullin says 
that the custom of sending it over here just 
before final adjournment is all wrong. We should 
have extended to us by the other house the 
courtesy of giving us an opportunity to see what 
there is in this bill. No Senator in this room sis 
aware of its contents. It is all wrong, and [ 
believe that it has been deliberately made all 
wrong. It has been sent to us by the rulers of 
the other house at this late hour so that we 
could neither inspect, correct, nor amend it. The 
people do not approve of the absolute domination 
and dictation that have been so conspicuous at 
this session of the Legislature, and will revolt 
against it. 

Senator Ellsworth declared that Senator 
Cantor was right in’ his objection, and: he 
made the very sensible suggestion that 
hereafter no concurrent resolution fixing

A TAXA-RATE JUGGLE. 


Republicans Seeking Party Capital 
Under False Pretenses. 


ALBANY, April 30.+The Finance Com- 
mittee’s report on the tax rate was made in 
the Senate immediately after the passage 
of the Supplemental Supply bill. 

Senator Cantor immediately pointed out 
that, although the tax at 2.69 was ap- 
parently very much lower than last year, 
when it was 3.24, more money had been 
appropriated by the Legislature this year, 
and the reduction was wholly due to the 
estimate that the Raines Liquor Tax bill 
would yield the State $3,000,000 revenue. 
The Controller, he said, thought that at 
the most the liquor tax would not yleld 
more than $2,500,000, but the party leaders 
wanted to keep the tax rate away down, 
and so had figured it at $3,000,000. 

Senator Mullin said that the Controller 
was confident that $3,000,000 was but a mod- 
erate estimate. The tax rate was then 
confirmed. All of the $3,000,000 that is 
figured on as the receipts from the Raines 
law tax will come from the cities, and 
perhaps 50 per cent. of it or more from 
New-York City. It is the old Republican 
game of squeezing the taxes that should be 
paid by the rural districts out of New-York 
City and Kings County. 

Senator Muilin, Chairman of the Senate 
Finance .Committee, to-night made this 
statement in reference to the tax rate: 

The tax rate for 1896 is 2.69. The tax rate 
for 1885 was 3.24, showing a reduction for 1896 
of 55-100 of a mill. There is estimated this 
year in receipts $5,000,000 from the Raines bill, 
£9 called. Not estimating any receipts from the 
Raines bill, the tax rate for 1896 would have 
been 9-100 of a mill greater than in 1895. ‘The 
increase of appropriations of 1896 over 1895, 
which amounts to about $700,000, is made up 
largely of a new item of about $120,000 for 
academies under the Horton law of 1895, interest 
and sinking fund on canal debt of about $570.- 
000, $850,000 under appropriation of Raines law, 
and $400,000 increase of the Capitol oppropriation 
for the purpose of completing the Capitol under 
the contract system. The total appropriations 
outside of the ones mentioned are less than last 
year. This, in face of the increased member- 
ship of the Legislature, naturally makes an in- 
creased demand for appropriations from the 
State Treasury. 

The tax rate of .269 is made up as follows: 
General appropriations, 22-100 mills; canals, 
18-100 mills; schools, 93-100 mills; canal main- 
tenance, 26-100 mills: special canal mainte- 
i 10-100 mills; State care of the insane, 1 
mill. ° 

The nine-million-dollar cana] bill of last year 
has made necessary a very large additional sum 
of money for interest on that debt and the sink- 
ing fund provided therefor. I think the Legis- 
lature of 1896 in point of expenditure has been 
the most economical and conservative in many 
years. 

The Supply bill and the Supplemental Supply 
bill will stand closer scrutiny than similar bilis 
in many years. While there are items in each 
of the Supply bills I should like to have had 
left out, there is not an item that is not a fair 
claim against the State. Taking out the item 
for the State care of the insane of 1 mill, the 
tax rate of 1896 is less than for any year in the 
last fifty years but one, and that was the year 
when the Democratic majority turned in the 
entire proceeds which it had received from 
the State claims against the Government of 
about $22,500,000. 

To show the condition of appropriations more 
Plainly for 1896 over 1895, I would state that 
the total increased appropriation of 1895 over 
1896 would be about $700,000 greater than in 
1895. This decrease is made up of new items 
for the administration of the Raines law sink- 
ing fund and the maintenance under the new 
canal debt and the items for the schools under 
the new Horton Jaw amounting to $1,400,000. 
This really shows a reduction of expenditure on 
the ordinary items for the State Government of 
about $700,000. 

Other legislators figure out that but for 
the Raines estimae of $3,000,000 the tax 
rate for this year would have been 1 points 
higher than it was last year. This tax 
bill. will raise $961,116 for general purposes, 
$4,062,903 for free schools, $218,435 for new 
work on the canals, $567,932 for the canal 
debt, $1,135,865 for the maintenance of the 
eanals, $436,871 for extraordinary expenses 
of the canals, and $4,268,712 for the State 
care of the insane, making a total of $11,- 
751,837. 


HUCKLEBERRY BILL LOST. 





Bheehan’s Ruling Years Ago Returns 
to Bid Him Defiance. 


AuBany. April 30.—The Huckleberry 
“omnibus” bill, like all other bills in 
which the Union Railway Company and 
ex-Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, as counsel, were 
so much interested, was left untouched by 
the Senate to-day. 

Its defeat was certain from the opening 
of the day’s session, and the lines that 
had been behind it in the Senate began to 
go to pieces.- Senator Raines tried to get 
the bill taken up by a motion to suspend 
the rules, but Lieut. Gov. Saxton ruled 
that this could not be done without a two- 
thirds vote. 

While Mr. Saxton was out of the chair 
some time later, and Mr. Ellsworth was 
presiding, Senator McCarren took an ap- 
peal from the decision of Mr. Saxton. The 
latter returned to the chair and said that 


he had examined the authorities on the 
subject very carefully, and found that the 
enly precedent for his ruling that he had 
come across was given by Lieut. Gov. 
Sheehan in 1892. 

Mc@arren’s appeal was defeated, only Mc- 
Carren and Sullivan voting for it. 

Curiously enough, the decision which Mr. 
Sheehan gave in 1892, was when, on the 
jJast day of the session, an attempt was 
made against the original ‘“‘ Huckleoerry ” 
act, and Mr. Sheehan’s ruling prevented it 
from coming before the Senate. Thus Mr. 
Sheehan’s ruling was turned against Mr. 
Sheehan’s interests to-day. 

While the Senate was in recess, just be- 
fore the adjournment, the lobbyists rushed 
in and made one more effort to revive the 
bill. Mr. Lauterbach was there, too, nerv- 
ously seeking help for the measure. 

““ We must pass the biil,”’ he said to Sen- 
ator Humphrey. 

“Well,” said the Senator, “1f it comes 
up here again 1 will begin to break crock- 
ery. and | am ready to take the conse- 
quences afterward.” 

It is reported that Mr. Lauterbach went 
away from here to-night very much disap- 
tema over some of the things the Legis- 
ature did not do.

Whe Constitutional Amendment Has 
; Been Side-Fracked. 


ALBANY, April 30.—The Legisiature of 1895 


passed a resolution submitting the question, 


et repealing Section 29, Article IIL, of the 





new Constitution to the people. This sec- 
tion reads: 

The Legislature shall, by law, 
occupation and employment of prisoners sen- 
tenced to the several State prisons, peniten- 
tiaries, jails, and reformatories in the State; 
and on and after the first day of January, in 
the year 1597, nd person ih any such prison, 
penitentiary, jail, or reformatory shall re- 
quired or allowed to work, while under sentence 
thereto, at any trade, industry, or occupation 
wherein or whereby his work, or the product or 
profit of his work, shall be farmed out, con- 
tracted, given, or sold to any person, firm, as- 
sociation, or corporation. This section shall not 
be construed to prevent the Legislature from 
providing that convicts may work for, and that 
he products of their labor shall be disposed of to, 
the State or any political division thereof, or 
for or to any public institution owned or man- 
aged and controlled by the State or any politital 
divisicn thereof. 

in order to get the question of repealing 
this section before the people it would 
have been necessary for the Legislature to 
have passed the resolution submitting it 
again this year. No attempt was made to 
do so, and the section stands, and there 
will be no contract labor in the prisons 
after Jan. 1 next. 

When asked about the matter by THE 
NeEw-YorK TIMEs'’s correspondent, Mr. 
Wilcox, Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Prisons, said: 

“I am a great believer in the Constitu- 
tion, and I believe in giving this section a 
trial. We have not brought up the reso- 
lution submitting the question of its repeai 
this year. The bills framed in accordance 
with the Constitutional penne providin 
for the employment of the convicts an 
others are now in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor.”’ 


GREAT LEGISLATURE, FISH SAYS. 





Republican View of This Year’s Do- 
ings at the Capitol, 


ALBANY, April 30.—Speaker Fish to-day, 
in commenting on the work of the Legis- 
lature, said: 

“A most memorable session of the Leg- 
islature closes to-day. It has met every 
public question with courage and devotion 
te duty. It has passed more laws in the 
interests of the people than any Legislat- 
ure within the recollection of living men. 
It has done much to commend it to public 


favor—but little for which to condemn it. 
If it had done nothing else than to enact 
the best law for the regulation and restric- 
tion of the liquor traffic on the statute book 
of any State, it should meet with popular 
favor. The response to the demand of a 
popular vote for the consolidation into one 
great municipality, and the creation of a 
city whose possibilities for greatness are 
unlimited will meet with cordial indorse- 
ment. 

“The bills for the improvement of the 
condition and the shortening of the hours 
of labor of the working women and chil- 
dren in the mercantile establishments of 
the municipalities, and the obliteration of 
the horrors of the sweat-shop system, are 
worthy trophies. The anti-trust bills, 
which should prevent successful effort on 
the part of aggregations of capital to rob 
the people cf the enjoyment of the neces- 
saries of life, are worthy of all praise. 

“The traveling public owe a debt of 
gratitude to the Legislature for the bill to 
compel the better lighting of the cars on 
the elevated roads, and the wheelmen of 
the State because the railroads carry their 
wheels free of charge. 

“* Many bills in the interest of better gov- 
ernment of the Cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn have been passed, notably that 
for the reform of the school system: of 
New-York City. 

“It is to be regretted that the bill for a 
reform in the management of the New- 
York and Brookiyn Bridge, which passed 
the Assembly with such a hearty indorse- 
ment, should have been killed in the Sen- 
ate. The great reduction of the tax rate is 
largely due to the careful management of 
that most successful young leader of the 
House, Mr. O’Grady, and to Senator Mul- 
lin, the Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. The people are to be congratulated on 
the achievements of the Legislature.”

The bill is returned for the reason that its pro- 
visions are not along the line of substantial civil 
service reform. This bill provides for a sep- 
arate Civil Service Examining Board, entirely 
within the Fire Department in the City of New- 
York, composed of one Commissioner and two 
subordinates of the department, who would re- 
main subject to the authority of that Commis- 
sioner in the department; and the Commissioner 
would act in the dual capacity of Civil Service 
Examiner and one of the appointing powers, 
making possible, in the hunds of an improper of- 
ficial, an unnecessary and dangerous. power. 

The bill further provides that the Examining 
Board to be appointed by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners shall conduct the examination 
for admission of persons into the uniformed 
force in the first instance, 

Should this provision become a law it would 
make possible the most glaring abuses, and 
would subject the department at once to the 
criticism that appointments to the force were 
not made upon merit. 

In any event, 1 believe the examination for 
admission into the uniformed force of the depart- 
ment should be conducted by a bo&rd entirely 
separate froin that department. 

In the matter of promotion in the depart- 
ment. I am satisfied that a good record and 
length of service in the department should have 
substantial consideration, and that, so far as 
bringing about this result is c@gncerned, the 
Commissteners should be permitted fair lati- 
tude. This can be accomplished, I believe, by 
a slight change in the present civil service regu- 
lations, enubling a man in the department to 
largely earn his promotion by good conduct, 
and not be dependent therefor entirely upon a 
technical examination in which, although he 
had gained his original appointment through a 
competitive examination, he should have the 
consideration stated above for his service, and 
not lose promotion for partial failure on a 
written examination.

ALBANY, April 380.—Gov. Morton has 
signed Assemblyman Hughes’s bill to regu- 
late the term of office of Coroners of Kings 
County.

RrcsMonD, Va., April 50.—The National - 
Society of tne Gons of the American Revo- 
lution met here to-day and observed the an- | 
niversary of the first. inauguration of Wash- 
ington as President of the United States. 
Gen. Horace Porter, President General, 
called the meeting to.order at 10:30 A. M. 
William Wirt Henry, President of the Vir- 
ginia Society, cordially welcomed the dele- 
gates. Ninety-eight delegates and officers 
were present at the. opening of the con- 
gress.

TRIAL OF THE BOY TRAIN WRECKER. 


Conductor Reynolds Found Wrenches 
and a Hammer on the Track, 


Rome, N. Y., April 30.—The State began 
to-day to present evidence in support of its 
charge against the boy Hildreth, accused 
of helping to wreck the New-York Cen- 
tral limited train near Syracuse Nov. 19, 
1895. The most interesting testimony was 
given by James R. Reynolds, who was the 
conductor of the unfortunate train. He 
was in the rear sleeping car when the 
wreck occurred. There were fifty-four pas- 
sengers and twelve mail clerks aboard the 
train. 

“ The first thing,” said the witness, ‘‘ was 


a terrible crash. I was in the act of hand- 
ing two tickets to a man. I was thrown 
back against a seat. I jumped up and 
grabbed for my lantern. Then I lest my 
eyesight. I put my hands to my face, and 
blood came from my mouth, nose, and 
eyes. I ran to the rear platform of the 
car and jumped off on the north side be- 
tween Tracks 1 and 2. As I struck, my 
right foot hit something that flew up 
against my leg. I looked: down and saw it 
was a wrench. It was a little over two 
feet long, of iron, with a round handle. I 
took the wrench and put it under a seat in 
the buffet, and afterward gave it to Mr. 
Latham.” 

Attorney Shore produced three long 
wrenches, and the witness identified one of 
them as the one he had picked up. It was 
received in evidence. 

After finding the wrench the witness 
looked under the trucks and saw that the 
fishplates had been removed and the spikes 
taken out of the ties. 

Before Conductor Reynolds left the 
wreck he saw two wrenches and a crowbar 
and a hammer. The hammer was pro- 
duced, with a short handle and a wire loop 
in the end. Reynolds said it was similar 
to the one he saw at the wreck. 

The plates were fastened with six bolts. 
The east end of the north rail had been 
turned directly south, and the south rail 
was gone entirély. 

Mr. Reynolds gave an account of his ef- 
forts to relieve thise who were injured in 
the wreck, one of whom was hurt fatally. 


CAPT. HOFF SAILED WRONGLY. 





Not Speedy Enough When He Was Or- 
dered to Go to Montevideo. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The findings of 
the naval court of inquiry in the case of 
Capt. William Bainbridge Hoff were made 
public to-day. As has been told in Tur 
NEw-YorK TiMEs, Capt. Hoff has been de- 
tached from command of the Newark at 
Norfolk and given an admonition for his 
delay in reaching Montevideo under ur- 
gent orders. 

The approved findings charge him with 
errors of judgment in navigation in taking 
a t@o southerly route after leaving New- 
port, with the knowledge of the fact that 
the Lancaster was not a weatherly vessel 
and against the advice of recognized au- 
thorities, and in persisting in keeping this 
too southerly route, 

It is further said that the necessity did 
not exist for Capt. Hoff to visit Puerto 
Grande, Cape de Verde, and that in not 
taking the opportunity to continue his’ voy- 
age to Montevideo when the position of 
the ship permitted him to do so and in 
using steam more than his orders warrant- 
ed, Capt. Hoff failed in due diligence in 
carrying out the orders of the department, 
but was not willfully negligent,

negro who was arrested for violating the com- 
pulsory school law in not sending his child to 
school, was tried to-day before Justice Wood ana

White put in a plea to-day that his child was 
taught at home by-his aunt.

It fs supposed that Levy became tired of 
the many adjournments of his applications 
for discharge from the asylum, and decided 
to take matters into his own hands when 
he learned yesterday that another adjourn- 
ment was about to be taken. 

A representative of De Lancey Nicoll said 
that he considered Levy’s filght an evi- 
dence of his insanity. A number of Levy’s 
friends who were in court expressed sor- 
row at his action, as they felt certain that 
he would have been discharged within a 
few days.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE -LAKE 
ERIE AND WESTERN. 


Although the Earnings Were Very 
Good, President Brice Explains 
that It Has Been Deemed Best Not 
to Resume Dividends on the Com- 
mon Stock Just Yet—Large Sums 
Spent for New Equipment—Notes 


of Various Interests. 


In commenting on the annual report, just 
issued, of the Lake Erie and Western 
Railroad, Calvin S. Brice, President of the 
company, says: ‘It ts proper to call the at- 
tention of the owners of the property to the 
fact that, while the net earnings have hand- 
somely increased and a considerable surplus 
of assets has accumulated in the treksury 
of the company, which would apparently 
justify the payment of the full rate of divi- 
dend to which the preferred stock is en- 
titled, yet, in view of the large and extraor- 
dinary expenditures involved in equipping 
all of the company’s cars with air or power 
brakes and automatic couplers, together 
with the necessity of adding to the equip- 
ment from time to time, it has seemed 
wise to defer the increase of returns to the 
stockholders until these extraordinary and 
unusual expenditures have been fully: pro- 
vided for.” 

The report shows that for the year ended 
Dec. $81 the gross earnings were $3,519,104, 
an increase over the previous year of $173,- 
701; the operating expenses were $1,916,- 
143, an increase of $259,126, and the net 
earnings were $1,602,961, an increase of 
$85,425. After paying fixed charges and 
dividend on the preferred stock, a surplus 
of $300,175 remained, which is an increase 
of $104,604 over 1894. The freight traffic 
increased during the year 1.86 per cent. in 
tonnage, and the passenger traffic increased 
6.43 per cent. 

The ratio of expenses to earnings last 
year, exclusive of taxes, was 54.5 per cent., 
against 55.77 in 1894; the sum of $246,660 
was expended in additions and better- 
ments, as against $143,592 in 1894. Quar- 
teriy dividends at the rate of 5 per cent. 
upon the preferred stock have been con- 
tinued during the year, leaving a surplus 
to be carried over—after payments for 
better ment-—oF $62,505, as against $22,143 
in ‘ 





AN UNPOPULAR RULING. 


Chairman Midgeley Arouses Opposi- 
tlon of Western Roads. 


Curcaco, April 30.—The circular issued 
by Chairman Midgeley of the Western 
Freight Association regarding the so-called 
cut in rates made by the Ogdensburg 
Transit Company is regarded unfavorably 
by the members of the association, almost 
without exception. They regard the Chair- 
man’s position untenable and it is asserted 
that it must be abandoned. 

The Ogdensburg Transit Company’s boats 
sail over a longer route than other boats 
between eastern ports and Lake Michigan 
points. Therefore when it was decided at 
a meeting held some six weeks ago by the 
lake and rail lines that the rate on first- 
class freight from the East to Michigan 
ports should be 54 cents per 100 pounds, 
the Ogdensburg line declared it should be 
allowed a differential of 10 cents per 100. 
To this rate of 54 cents the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines add 30 cents for the haul to the 
Twin Cities, making the through rate 384 
cents. Allowing the Ogdensburg Transit 
Company the 10 cents differential makes 
the through rate to St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis 74 cents. 

Mr, Midgeley, who now seems.to be close- 
ly allied with the Joint. Traffic Associa- 
tion, with which, according. to his own 
statement, he was at outs some two months 
ago, takes exception to these rates. As it 
is not within his power to raise the lake 
rates of the’ Ogdensburg Transit Company 
he has issued mandatory orders that the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines shall charge 40 cents 
per 100 pounds on freight delivered by that 
company, while continuing. to charge but 
30 cents .to other lake companies which are 
supposed to be maintaining the rates fixed 
at the meeting in New-York. He expects: 
the rail lines to discriminate against ship- 
pers who took advantage of the lower rates 
offered by the Ogdensburg Transit Com- 
pany and traffic officials of tne interested 
rail lines declare they will not do so. The 
circular on this matter issued by the Chair- 
man was —e talk of the day in railroad 
offices yesterday. 

In Clee places it was doubted if the rail- 
roads had any legal right to charge more 
on a consignment of freight delivered by 
one party than was charged on; a similar 
consignment delivered by another party 
when the haul was in each cai exactly 
similar. 


Harmony in Northern Pacific. 


Brayton Ives, Victor Morawitz, represent- 
ing J. Pierpont Morgan; Col. Silas Pettit, 
and the Northern Pacific receivers reached 
St. Paul last Wednesday and made appli- 
eation to Judge Sanborn for a foreclosure 
on the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Judge Jenkins having granted a decree 
of sale in Milwaukee. The case was sub- 
mitted without argument, and the decree 
agreed upon. Judge Sanborn took the mat- 
ter under advisement, for the purpose of 
examining the decree and seeing if the 
interests of all parties were conserved by 
the decree. Brayton Ives said: ‘‘ We are 
all one party now, and working in harmony 
for the best interests of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad. The prospects for the North- 
ern Pacific took bright and encouraging, and 
in a very short time everything will be 
straightened out to the satisfaction of the 
stockholders. Both the bond and stock 
holders are with us, as 90 per cent. of the 
former and 80 per cent. of the latter have 
already agreed to come in.

know abvuut this from experience, and I 
know that the average salary of the trained 
nurse during the year is only $7.50. She re- 
ceives the same income as a typewriter or 
a clerk, and she is exposed to every dis- 
ease under the sun and to early death, for 
the nurse is not long-lived.”’ 

Dr, A. B. Johnson of the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital made the address to the graduating 
class, and Dr. Robert Abbe awarded the 
medals. Mrs. H. W. Cannon, Treasurer of 
the school, presented the diplomas.

GRADUATES IN MEDICINE. 








Commencement Exercises ef the 
Homeopathic College and Hospital. 


The thirty-sixth annual commencement 
exercises of the New-York Homeopathic 
Medical College and Hospital were held 
yesterday afternoon in Mendelssohn Glee 
Club Hall, 113 West Fortieth Street.

THE CASE OF MRS. MAYBRICK. 


Correspondence of the Government 
Regurding the Unfortunate Woman. 


WASHINOTON, April 30.—In response to a 
resolution of the House passed April 9, 
President Cleveiar%i this afternoon trans- 
mitted to the Hiouse a copy of the corre- 
spondence on file in the State Department 
relating to the case of Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick, who is confined in an English 
prison under life sentence for the murder 
oi her husband, a Liverpool merchant. 

murs. Maybrick is a native of Alabama, 
and her cage has attracted wide and un- 
usual attention for the past seven years. 
There are sixty-two !etters and telegrams 
in the budget, beginning with one from 
Minister Lincoln to Secretary’ Blaine, 
dated Aug. 22, 1889. The correspond- 
ence until Dec. 10, 1892, was quite act- 
ive, but from that date, according to the 
copy sent to the House, it languished until 
Oct. 7, 1895. On that date the Countess 
Reque, Mrs. Maybricl:’s mother, wrote from 
Rouen, France, to Secretary Olney, reciting 
the efforts already made in behalf of her 
unfortunate daughter, and suggesting that 
the then recent change of political power 
in England afforded another and it was 


hoped a more favorable opportunity to pre- 
Sent the case to the British Government. 

Pursuant to this ietter Secretary Olney 
addressed a note to Ambassador Bayara, 
in which he said: 

I take this informal way of communicating 
to you copies of letters recently received from 
Mr. H, A. Dodge of Hamilton, Mass., writing on 
benaif of his sister, Miss Mary A. Dodge, and 
of the Countess Roque, in regard to the renewal 
of representations in favor of the unfortunate 
prisoner. A previous letter from the Countess 
Kogue referred to a communication received 
by her from Lord Russell, stating his con- 
viction that Mrs. Maybrick should b2_ re- 
leased, and Mr. Dodge's letter cites the pertinent 
part of a letter addressed by Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, when Attorney General, dated Dec. 2, 1892, 
to Miss Dodge, to the same effect. I do not feel 
that I can do any more at present than to bring 
to your notice the letters of Mr. Dodge and the 
Countess Roque, in the hope that it may be 
found practicable to do something toward the 
relief of an untortunate woman whose case has 
aroused wide sympathy, not only in the country 
of her birth, but in England as well. 

Secretary Olney wrote to Mr. Dodge that 
a copy of the letter to which Mr. Dodge 
had referred, wherein the writer said that 
Mrs. Maybrick ought not to have been con- 
victed_and ought now to be released, would 
aid in the consideration of the case. Sub- 
sequently Secretary Oiney addressed notes 
to Ambassador Bayard under dates of Nov. 
9, 1895, Feb. 6, 1596, and Feb. 20, 1596, to 
the effect that he had good reason for be- 
lieving that Sir Matthew White Ridley had 
been prevailed upon to reconsider the May- 
prick case, ana directing Mr. Bayard to 
make every effort to secure an early re- 
examination of the case; that counsel for 
Mrs. Maybrick had stated that formal rep- 
resentations in her behalf would be imme- 
diately made, and again instructing the 
Ambassador to make appropriate represen- 
tations, and that an autograph letter had 
been shown him stating that a new, formal, 
and pressing representation by the Ambas- 
sador would be useful. None of Mr. Bay- 
ard’s responses to these notes were given 
in the budget, which abruptly concluded 
with the notes mentioned. 

The correspondence as originally prepared 
contained the name of the authority for 
the statements made by Secretary Olney 
and Ambassador Bayard, but before trans- 
mission it was carefully erased.

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YESTERDAY'S TEMPERATURE. 


The following records are taken from THE 
New-York TiMps’s thermometer, which is 
placed on the face of THe Times Building, 
opposite the Franklin Statue, 6 feet above 
the street level, and from the thermometer 
of the Weather’ Bureau, which is 285 feet 
above the streét level. Both records show 
the changes of temperature for the 24 hours 
ended at midnight, and that of the Weather 
Bureau gives the temperature on the corre- 
sponding date last year:

The chief characteristic of the Legislat-

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ure which has just adjourned has been a 
narrow partisanship and abject subserv- 
icncy to a party “ boss,”’ and it has seri- 
ously impaired the value of the session’s 
work, though much that was attempted 
for party advantage met with defeat. 

The two most conspicuous measures of 
the session, gauged by the attention they 
have attracted, are the liquor-tax law 
and the Greater New-York bill. The for- 
mer is grossly inequitable as a measure 
of taxation and harsh as a means of reg- 
ulating the liquor traffic. All that it will 
accomplish in raising revenue and re- 
stricting the traffic could have been bet- 
ter accomplished by a judicious excise 
law, which would have left the revenue 
to the communities in which it was paid 
and the administration to local authori- 
ties. Its party purpuse was exhibited in 
creating a State machine for its enforce- 
ment and unequally taxing cities for the 
relief of rural communities, Instead of 
liberalizing the Sunday restriction, it 
makes it more rigid. Providing for a 
Greater New-York was in itself a nota- 
ble achievement, but it was beset by ef- 
forts to turn it to party account, which 
have not yet been abandoned, but must 
be defeated whenever they are renewed. 

Partisanship was shown by a defeat of 
the Civil Service bill, the enactment of 
which was virtually demanded by the 
Constitution, and by numerous efforts to 
evade the requirements of the existing 
law. It appeared in many efforts to get 
possession of offices, some of which suc- 
ceeded and some of which failed. In a 
revision of the general law relating to 
the insane existing Boards of Managers 
of the hospitals were legislated out that 
new ones might be appointed, but the at- 
tempt to bring the Niagara Reservation 
under the control of the Republican For- 
est and Fishery Commission was defeat- 
ed. One of the most outrageous of the 
political measures was that establishing 
the bi-partisan Police Board of Albany 
in spite of the objections of the’ Mayor 
and the people of that city, but it was 
only one of many similar measures which 
failed. 

The treatment of the government of 
cities by this Legislature has been in vio- 
lation of all sound principle and of the 
intent of the Constitution in classifying 
cities and providing for separate elec- 
tions. The general election law has been 
50 amended as to hinder independent 
nominations and independent voting, and 
nothing has been done in the way of gen- 
eral legislation for the government of 
second and third class cities, while innu- 
merable efforts have been made to tinker 
charters by special bills. Nearly all these 
had a partisan purpose and several were 
passed in spite of the objections of the 
local authorities 

There has been a complete neglect of 
some very important subjects, including 
@ much-needed improvement of the tax 
laws, for the revision of the general laws 
affecting taxation produced practically 
no improvement. Nothing was done to 
check special legislation or to improve 
the methods of legislative procedure, 
though the report of a commission spe- 
cially created for the purpose had pre- 
pared the necessary measures and sup- 
ported them with strong arguments. The 
convict-labor question was dealt with in 
@ way that is sure to breed trouble in 
the prisons. 

Against this record of partisanship and 
evil or negligent work there are some val- 
uable measures to be set, of which this 
city has a surprisingly good share. The 
anti-trust enactments, the provision for 
supervising mercantile establishments by 
local Boards of Health, and a mitigation 
of the absurd requirement for devoting 
much time in schools to studying the ef- 
fect of stimulants and narcotics are about 
the only general measures that it is easy 
to recall, but for this city we have the 
measures for school reform, for dock im- 
provements, for State care of the insane, 
for special juries in criminal cases, for 
better lighting of elevated trains, for fa- 
cilitating the work of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, for permitting the Public 
Library on the reservoir site, and for a

COMMISSION AND COMMITTEE, 
As Gov. MorTON has allowed the Leg- 
islature to adjourn before giving his ap- 
proval to the Greater New-York bill, he 
will have an opposgtunity of appointing 
the Commissioners provided for without 
confirmation by the Senate. He thereby 
assumes to himself complete responsibil- 
ity for the character of the commiission, 
| and he no ‘doubt appreciates the impor- 





| tance of securing the services of the men 
| best qualified by ability and by integrity 
and public spirit for devising a system 
of administration for a great munici- 
pality. 

Tt will be in the power of this commis- 
sion to avail itself of the knowledge and 
experience of the world in solving the 
greatest problem of the day in this §oun- 
try—that of governing cities efficiently, 
honestly, and economically. If it works 
this problem out wisely, public sentiment 
will compel the adoption of its solution, 
and the event will mark a new departure 
for municipal government in the United 
States. - 

The Legislature empéwered the joint 
£ub-committee which was appointed near 
the beginning of the session to investi- 
gate the question of consolidation to con- 
tinue its inquiries concurrently with the 
proceedings of the commission. There is 
suspicion of a sinister political purpose 
in this, a suspicion solely due to the dis- 
trust produced by the general course of 
the Legislature during the session and 
its subserviency to a political ‘“ boss,” 
but if we could conceive of a legislative 
committee seeking only to serve legiti- 
mate public ends, we might regard such 
a body as useful in this case. 

The powers of a legislative committee 
to make investigations might be turned 
to account in. aiding the commission, if 
used in a proper spirit. Moreover, as the 
Legislature will have to act upon any 
charter or administrative measures that 
may be submitted, it would be an advan- 
tage to have the right kind of a commit- 
tee of its own ready to report upon the 
commission’s work when it is completed, 
instead of having it *~ study afterward. 

While a legislative committee really co- 
operating with the commission to reach 
the wisest and best conclusions might be 
very helpful, it is possible that this joint 
sub-committee is not intended, for that 
kind of public service. But the commis- 
sion’s powers are complete and the com- 
mittee will have no authority to meddle 
in its proceedings. Unless the commis- 
sion can derive such assistance as it de- 
sires from the committee, it will be quite 
at libérty to proceed without reference 
to its investigations. It need pot be ham- 
pered or interfered with, and in any case 
it should work with sole reference to de- 
vising the best possible system of gov- 
ernment for the greater city and let the 
result rest upon its merits before the peo- 
ple. Before either the commission or the 
committee has its report to make to the 
next Legislature the people of the Greater 
New-York will have an opportunity to 
express themselves in the election of 
their representatives to the Assembly 
and can make their sentiments known in 
unmistakable terms. We have no doubt 
that a wise and capable commission will 
find support for the best work it can do 
against the designs of any set of poli- 


ticians. 
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THE SILVER-TARIFF BARGAIN, 


Mr. TELLER gave some interesting tes- 
timony at the close of his remarks inthe 
Senate on Wednesday concerning the 
agreement in 1890 between the Republic- 
an ultra-protectionists and the Repub- 
lican Silver men which insured the enact- 
ment of both the McKinley tariff and the 
Sherman Silver Purchase law. Mr. JOHN 
SHERMAN in his recently published auto- 
biography excused his action in support 
of the Silver Purchase bill by referring 
to a prevailing ‘‘apprehension” that 
President HARRISON would not veto a 
Silver Coinage bill if one should be sent 
to him by Congress. Such a bill had 
been passed in the Senate, but there was 
a small majority against it in the House. 

Other Republicans have attempted to 
account for their support of this Silver 
Purchase bill by explaining that Mr. 
Harrison’s attitude at that time was the 
cause of great anxiety on their part. It 
is plain, of course, that, even if a major- 
ity for free silver could then have been 
obtained in the House, a Free Coinage 
bill could not have been passed over his 
veto; but these gentlemen, feeling the 
need of some excuse, have asserted that 
Mr. HARRISON’s state of mind was not 
such as to inspire confidence that a veto 
would be used. The passage in Senator 
SHERMAN’S autobiography is as follows: 

“I took little part in framing the legis- 
lation until the bill got into conference. 
The situation at that time was critical. A 
large majority of the Senate favored free 
silver, and it was feared that the small 
majority against it in the other House 
might yield and agree to it. 

“The gilence of the President on the mat- 
ter gave rise to an apprehension that if a 
Free Coinage bill should pass both houses 
he would not feel at liberty to veto it. 

“Some action had to be taken to. prevent 
a return to free silver coinage, and the 
measure evolved was the best obtainable. I 
voted for it, but the day it became a law 
I was ready to repeal it, if repeal could be 
had without substituting in its place abso- 
lute free coinage.” [Vol, II., pp. 1,069 and 
1,070. 

Now comes Mr. TELLER, the leader of 
the Republican Silver Senators, and a 
man so prominent in the Republican 
Party that he was permitted to write the 
currency resolution in the platform of 
1892, and asserts that it was well known 
to certain leading Republicans at the 
time of the passage of the Silver Pur- 
chase bill that President HARRISON would 
surely veto a Free Coinage bill if one 
should come before him. He had said 
“ emphaitically ” that he would do this. 
We find Mr. TELLER’s remarks briefly 
reported in press dispatches as follows: 

“Senator T@LLER declared that it was 
well known to inside Republicans that 
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Senators, who would otherwise have joined 
with the Democrats in placing a Free Sil- 
ver Coinage rider on the McKinley Tariff 
bill, thus compelling President HarRIson 
to accept free coinage with that measure 
or veto it, and thus prevent any tariff 
legislation.” 


There is nothing new in this explana- 
tion that the passage of the McKinley 
tariff was srhared by means of a bar- 
gain with the Republican Silver Senators 
as to the enactment of this Silver Pur- 
chase bill. We have frequently. pointed 
to the fact that the enactment of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff was obtained in this way. 
The Republican Silver Senators did not 
hesitate to say, even on the floor of the 
Senate, that they cared very little about 
the McKinley bill, which might, in their 
opinion, be harmful rather than benefi- 
cial to the people of their States. Ii 
may be observed, however, that they 
were induced to support the bill by the 
**sop”’ given to them in the shape of the 
Silver Purchase bill, the enactment of 
which preceded that of the McKinley 
tariff. This Silver bill was their share 
of the protection plunder. 

But the statement as to Mr. HARRI- 
SON’S emphatically expressed determina- 
tion to veto a Free Coinage bill is a 
fresh and strikirg contribution to the 
political history of that time, and we 
may characterize in the same way the 
revelation of Mr. TELLER (who is the best 
authority concerning the plans of.the Re- 
publican Silver Senators) as to the pur- 
pose of himself and his associates in 1890 
to unite with the Democrats in attaching 
a Free Coinage amendment to the Mc- 
Kinley Tariff bill if the other Repub- 
licans in the Senate should refuse to ‘‘ do 
something for silver.’’ We do not think 
that Mr. HARRISON is displeased now be- 
cause Mr. TELLER is giving these inter- 
esting bits of history to the public. We 
hear no complaint from him. On the 
other hand, some other prominent Re- 
publicans will find it very difficult here- 
after to use advantageously ‘anywhere 
the weak and shabby excuse — their 
“anxiety” and “apprehension” as to 
Mr. Harrtson’s attitude—by which they 
have sought to conceal the silver-tariff 
compact of 1890.

TRANSVAAL AND VENEZUELA. 

The disclosures already made by the 
Boers, not to speak of those which are 
to follow, recall a striking remark made 
by our London correspondent at the time 
of the Jameson raid. This was to the 
effect that if the same publicity had been 
available at the time or times when the 
British Empire was founded that is avail- 
able now, there would be no British Em- 
pire. In fact, from the beginning of the 
companies of ‘‘ Merchant Adventurers” 
in the reign of CHARLEs II. until now the 
processes by which the British Empire 
has been extended will not bear scrutiny 
in the light either of common humanity 
or of common morality. The ‘“ Honora- 
ble East India Company,’ the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, and the rest proceeded 
upon the same lines and acquired every- 
thing that was valuable without the 
slightest reference to the rights of “ na- 
tives.” The British South Africa Com- 
pany, though chartered so lately as 1889, 
is the legitimate successor of those large- 
ly piratical enterprises. The Government 
of the-South African Republic is making 
conclusive proof of the participation of 
this company in all the recent outrages 
upon the republic. It was the instigator 
of JAMpson’s raid and it was the insti- 
gator of the ‘“ Uitlander’’ conspiracy 
which invited JamEson’s raid. The ob- 
ject of the raid and of the conspiracy was 
to acquire the territory of the South Af- 
rican Republic for the benefit of the Brit- 
ish South Africa Company, and this pur- 
pose was pursued without any scruple 
whatever. It was not backed by the 
British Government, which managed to 
clear itself of complicity in, the raid, but 
which will find it difficult to clear itself 
of complicity in the movement of which 
the raid was a part. But it was backed 
by a considerable part of the prevailing 
political party and of the representattives 
of that party in the press. The London 
Times, in particular, has been its unscru- 
pulous advocate. For the present the 
scheme has been baffled by the vigilance 
and shrewdness of the Boers, who re- 
pelled the raid and brought the conspir- 
ators to justice. Though the Boer Gov- 
ernment has refrained, as the South Af- 
rica Company has not refrained, from the 
deliberate shedding of blood, it is to be 
expected that the punishment of the 
criminals will be exemplary. 

The complicity of the British South 
Africa Company is established in the at- 
tempt to overturn by force a Gavernment 
which Great Britain is pledged by treaty 
to uphold: What ought to happen in con- 
sequence of the disclosures made by the 
Government of the Transvaal is the for- 
feiture, for misuser, of the charter of the 
“chartered company.” . That company 
has great powers, among them the power 
to assume the charge of such districts 
as it may acquire in Africa, subject to 
the approval of the British Government. 
These powers it has evidently and out- 
rageously abused, but nobody supposes 
that the forfeiture of its charter will fol- 
low. Everybody supposes that the Brit- 
ish Government will connive at the vio- 
lations of law and faith by the company 
when they succeed, and will be careful 
only to free itself of responsibility when 
they fail. ~ 

All this has an evident bearing upon 
the case of Venezuela. There are gold 
fields in Venezuela as well as in the 
Transvaal. Though there is no great or- 
ganization in Venezuela like the Char- 
tered Company, there are individual ad- 
venturers squatting on disputed territory 
and claiming everything in sight, after 
the immemorial British manner. The 
South American adventurers, like the 
South African adventurers, are backed 
up by the British Government. When 
that Government is challenged to pro- 
duce its claims before an impartial tri- 
bunal, it refuses to do so. It will not at 
all. do for it to pretend 





all the other way. It is that the British 
claims are valid, when they are backed 
by force, against Boers or Matabeles or 
Venezuelans, but that they are not pro- 
ducible before an impartial tribunal. Un- 
luckily for British expansion, but luckily 
for justice, the German Empire shows a 
disposition to inquire into the British pro- 
cedures in South Africa and the United 
States shows a disposjtion to inquire into 
the British procedures in South America.

ANOMALIES, OLD AND NEW. 
. A correspondent whose letter appeared 
in yesterday’s Times labors under a curi- 
ous confusion of mind in likening the 
cases of the recently admitted States to 
the cases of the smaller among the orig- 
inal States. There is no analogy. The 
admission of the small States to the same 
number of Senators as the large States 
was made simply because the smaller 
States, inspired by the provincial feel- 
ing, which was stronger then than it is 
now, insisted upon that provision and 
made it a condition to their adoption of 
the Constitution. Unless it had been con- 
ceded, there would have been no United 
States. The inequality was a part of the 
original compact, and was so imbedded 
in it that the one article in which the 
Constitution is forbidden to be amended 
is that of the equal suffrage of the States 
In the Senate. 

This has nothing whatever to do with 
the present situation. It is no longer in- 
cumbent upon the Union to beg commu- 
nities to join it, and it should exercise 
discretion in admitting them. Because 
certain anomalies exist in the Constitu- 
tion, incorporated there for sufficient rea- 
sons, is no argument whatever for the 
creation of new batches of anomalies 
whenever the exigencies of a political 
party require it. Nor is it true, as our 
correspondent suggests, that the new 
anomalies tend to disappear. We have 
been waiting almost thirty years for the 
most scandalous anomaly of all to disap- 
pear, and it is more anomalous now than 
it was then. We refer, of course, to 
Nevada, which has been sending three 
smelters, or speculators, to Washington 
ever since 1868. Moreover, why admit 
States in the expectation that time will 
remove the disparity between their Elect- 
oral votes and their population? Why 
not wait until time has removed it by 
establishing as a rule that no new State 
shall be admitted until its population en- 
titles it to send at least two Representa- 
tives? This question is simply unan- 
swerable. There is now no public neces- 
sity or excuse for carving any more new 
States out of the white-metal and yellow- 


dog belt.

By the unanimous acceptance of the Mar- 
quette statue, the United States Senate did 
honor for once both to itself and the coun- 
try. To put a good statue of a good man 
in a good place is a good act. Nobody need 
hereafter regard any other features of the 
matter than that. Incidentally, the Senate’s 
action was a dignified and deserved rebuke 
to fanatical, intolerant un-Americanism, 
and in that rebuke, fortunately, representa- 
tives of every party took cordial part, but it 
is just as well to forget as soon as possible 
that in paying honor to Pére MARQUETTE a 
great country was obliged at the same time 
to express its disapproval of certain con- 
temptible views held by a few of its un- 
worthy children. 





M. MELIN®’s selection of the Department 
of Agriculture as that whose portfolio is to 
be in his own hands while he is Prime 
Minister of France suggests several curi- 
ous questions. So far as we recall at the 
moment, no Premier of that or any other 
country where such officials exist ever 
honored the oldest of arts and the most im- 
portant of interests. by joining to his 
broader duties that of looking out for the 
farmer.

For a hundred 
years or more, newspapers, philosophers, 
political economists, and other depositaries 
of wisdom have vainly tried to convince 
the tillers of our free but somewhat hub- 
bly soil that they, more than any other 
class of people, were directly, vitally, and 
pecuniarily interested in making and main- 
taining country highways over which heavy 
loads and light ones could be drawn with- 
out the expenditure of an unnecessary 
amount of costly strength. The farmers 
studied tax rates and either would not 
hear or would not heed any statistics 
whose bearing was less immediate though 
not less obvious, The vast majority of rural 
roads continued to be stretches of dirt, 
made into dust by the sun, into mud by the 
rain, and always enforcing the truth that 
the distance between a farm and a market 
depends more on the nature of the road 
connecting them than on the number of 
mileg separating them. Everybody knew 
this, few realized it till the bicycle came. 
Now we hear of Jersey farmers clamoring 
for the privilege of paying an increased 
road assessment!

AN OLD INDIAN WALL FOUND. 


It Was Built a Hundred and Eighty 
Years Ago, and Is Still Strong. 


BELVIDERE, N. J., April 80.—By the find- 
ing of a stone wall which 180 years ago 
was erected by Indians as a dividing line 
to mark off property purchased from them, 
Surveyor Lanterman was to-day saved con- 
siderable time and trouble in running a 
boundary line of 400 acres of land at 
Green’s Pond, Warren County. 

The property was recently purchased by 
a party of New-York capitalists who in- 
tend to make a Summer resort out of it. 
The land was originally owned by Indians, 
and in 1717 the wealthy English people in 
the neighborhood bought it from them. 
In the deed it was agreed that the In- 
dians should build the stone wall as a di- 
viding line, which they did. The people 
who purchased the property held it until 
1725, when it was acquired by Gen. 
Green, and named after him. It was held 
by his descendants until 1850, when the 
Anderson family bought the property, and 
rhey have sold it to the New-York capital- 
sts. 

In making the survey to-day for the News 
Yorkers Lanterman found the wall. It 
was just as good as when built by the 
Indians, but was covered with moss. He 
was greatly benefited by finding it, as it 
formed one of the boundary lines, and al- 
lowed him to complete the work in a 
short time.

SOUND-MONEY SENTIMENT GROWING 
AMONG DEMOCRATS. 


Silver Men Greatly Depressed by the 
News from the Michigan Demo- 
eratic Convention—They Met De- 
feat When They Expected Vic- 
tory—Party Leaders Predict that 
the Chicago Convention Will Make 
a Proper Financial Declaration. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—It being settled 
that the Republican Convention at St. Louis 
will nominate McKinley for the Presidency, 
attention from this time on will be fixed 
upon the Democratic contest, and particu- 
lar interest will be felt in the struggle for 


the control of the Chicago Convention be- 
tween the silverites and the sound-money 
men, 

It is evident the silver Democrats in 
Congress are depressed by the victory of 
the sound-money element in Michigan, 
Senator Jones of Arkansas, who for months 
has predicted that the Chicago Convention 
would nominate a free-coinage manonafree- 
coinage platform, manifested disgust at the 
outcome of the Michigan Convention. He 
said to a correspondent of THE NEw-YORK 
TIMEs that it was only too plain that some 
of the delegates who had been elected on 


the supposition that they were friendly to 
Silver had ‘sold out’”’ to the sound-money 
leaders. Mr. Jones insisted that the in- 
dications favored the assumption that 
money had been used to bring about the 
final result. 

“T am told,’? Mr. Jones said, ‘‘ that there 
was a majority of about 200 delegates 
elected on a silver basis. In sgme manner 
not accounted for in the dispatches, enough 
of these delegates were induced to vote for 
sound money to accomplish our defeat. I 
think the result of this convention ought 
to be a warning to/the Democrats sup- 
porting the free-silver cause to take espe- 
cial pains in the coming elections of dele- 
gates to see that honest men alone are se 
lected. 

“The news from Michigan ought to put 
the silver men throughout the country on 
their guard. The sound-money people un- 
doubtedly are doing everything in their 
power to secure control of the Chicago 
Convention. I still maintain the silver 
Sentiment will dominate the convention, 
and that the financial question will be set- 
tled in the coming campaign. There are 
7,000,000 people in the United States who 
desire free coinage, and they will not per- 
mit the question to be side-tracked.” 

Ex-Senator Eppa Hunton of Virginia 
was at the Capitol to-day. He is an ardent 
free-silver man, and ig disappointed at thé 
result of the Michigan Convention. 

It Was a grievous blow to the cause of 
silver,” he said, ‘‘and undoubtedly will 
give the gold-standard people much en- 
bay ogy toatl ; 

ther free-silver men who did not care 
to talk for publication expressed the same 
opiniou. Mr, Brice, who is taking a deep 
interest in the success of the sound-money 
movement, repeated the prediction he made 
last week, that the silver men would not 
overn the Chicago Convention. Several 

emocratic Senators who last week were 
willing to concede control of the convention 
to the silver mer. now incline to the opin- 
ion that the nlatform will be a sound and 
creditable declaration of principles. 

Representative McCreary says he thinks 
the victory of the Administration forces at 
the Detroit Convention marks the turnin 
point in the struggle between the gold an 
the silver men for control of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention. 

“The result of the Detroit Convention,” 
he said to-day, ‘‘ was awaited with great 
anxiety, and it is very gratifying. I have 
always had confidence that the common- 
sense of the Democratie Party would pre- 
vail finally. It might be hard to give rea- 
sons for my faith, but this result in Mich- 
igan indicates 'that the hope is not baseless. 

“I think other States will fall in line, 
and the sound-money sentiment will con- 
trol in the Chicago Convention. Illinois, 
Ohio, Iowa, and Indiana I expect to follow 
the lead of Michigan. The sound-money 
Democrats are aroused and are very active 
in these States. 

“IT saw a gentleman from Iowa yesterday 
who is familiar with the politics of that 
State, and he assured me that silver would 
be defeated there. In my own State, Ken- 
tucky, the sound-money men will carry all 
but one district. We should have carried all 
but two districts anyhow, and I am confi- 
oot now that we shall carry one of those 
wo.’ 


YOUNG HERBERT KITTEL DROWNED. 





His Canoe Became Unmanageable and 
Capsized in the Hudson. 


Herbert Kittel, sixteen years old, a son 
of Joseph J. Kittel, a rich merchant, doing 
business at 66 Broadway, and living at 
One Hundred and Twenty-second Street 
and Riverside Drive, was’ drowned in the 
Hudson River late yesterday afternoon, off 
Barry’s Point, at Two Hundredth Street, 
by the capsizing of his canoe. 

Herbert’s brother, Joseph A., sailed to 


Inwood Dock in the canoe Saturday, and 
left the boat there in charge of Daniel Hays, 
a flagman of the New-York Central Rai!- 
road. Joseph returned home by train, and 
yesterday afternoon he sent his brother to 
paddle the canoe home. 

Herbert presented to Hays an order for 
the boat, and Hays launched the canoe off 
Inwood Dock, at Two Hundred and Sixth 


Street. 

The boy took his seat in the boat and 
was winding his way down the Hudson, 
when the tide, which was at ebb and run- 
ning fast, carried the canoe between a 
number of shad Be ce opposite Barry’s 
Point, where it suddenly upset. Its occu- 
ant was thrown into the water and 
rowned befcre assistance could reach him. 

Flagman Hays was watching the canoe, 
and when it, upset he called Policeman 
Cavanagh, of the Kingsbridge Station, who 
ran to Barry’s Point and summoned several 
fishermen to make an attempt at rescuing 
the boy. The policeman had to run six 
blocks along the shore to the point oppo- 
site where the canoe capsized, and before 
he could travel the distance young Kittel’s 
body had gone down, 200 feet from the 
shore, for the last time. The fishermen 
searched in vain for the body, which was 
probably borne down the river by the strong 
tide. 

The canoe was found at One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth Street, in mid-stream, 
an hour after the accident, 
Bressler, of One Hundred and Fifty-second 
Street and Audubon Park, who was out om 
the water with his naphtha launch. 


A DELUGE IN CLEVELAND. 





Stores Flooded and Heavy Losses Suse 
tained by Many Firms. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 30.~—The rainfall 
here this afternoon was the heaviest ever 
known in this city during the same length 
of time, and much damage was done by 
water.

Havana, April 36.-A dyitiamite bomb 


@aused the explosion in the Captain Gen- 
eral's palace Tuesday, and not a gas en- 
gine, as reported. The noise was tremen- 
dous, and caused intense excitement in the 
palace and vicinity. The Génerals and offi- 


cers rushed about giving orders. Even 
Weyler left the room greatly excited. Oniy 
one person wes hurt, and that slightly. 
The others escaped miraculously. 

The whoie palace was shaken by the force 
of thé expicsion. Clouds of dust blinded all 
persons inside, and many glass windows 
weré broken. The bomb destroyed the par- 
titioh wall of the principal eounting room, 
and broke two safes. The bomb was placed 
in a closét at the sotitheast corner of the 
Palace, on Mercedes and Qbispo Streets. 

The occurrence is the general topic of con- 
vershtion. It is bélieved to be the work 
of laborers. The Government says that 
Anarchists did it. The police are making 
diligent search, but mo afrest has been 
made yet. Strong measures, it is said, 
will bé adopted to prevent a repetition of 
similar acts. This happened at 11 A. M.

FRANCE 
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AT PEACE AGAIN, 


Adjournment the Chamber 
Almost a Month.

Paris, April 30.—The Chamber, by a vote 
of 231 to 196, approved of M. Méline’s dec- 
laration and then adjourned until May 28. 
The new Premier began by saying that he 
would not attempt to disguise the difficulty 
of the task before him and his colleagues. 
“But,” he said, “there are times when 
politicians who are devoted to their coun- 
try have no right to shirk the burdens of 
offise. We impose upon ourselves the policy 
of pacification, and will endeavor to re- 
store harmony among the public powers, 
which is indispensable. The Chamber ex- 
ercises dominant action in the general di- 
rection of politics, but it is impossible to 
legislate and govern without the co-opera- 
tion of the Senate.” 

M. Méline then made an appeal for re- 
ciprocal good will toward the Ministry on 
the part of the Chamber, which, he said 
would solve and settle all discords, He was 
convinced, he said, that the Chamber con- 
tained a Republican majority which was 
resolved to shelve all differences and de- 
vote its efforts to the establishment of 
democratic reforms and pass laws in the 
interest of the working classes. The sur- 
est means of putting an effectual bar in the 
way of revolution, he said, would be to re- 
main faithful to the tradition that justice 
and solidarity form the rampart of the 
Republican Party. 

M. Méline placed the fiscal reforms be- 
fore the Chamber as matters of the first 
importance. The probate laws and the 
laws regulating the traffic in drink, he 
said, would be introduced in the budget 
and would be operated under a system 
which dispensed with an inquisitor or any 
other arbitrary. measures and assured bet- 
ter division of the direct taxation, thus re- 
lieving small taxpayers. The Government, 
he said, would vigilantly apply the econo- 
mies which the nation demands and sim- 
plify the present complicated administra- 
tion. 

They would also spare no effort to aid 
the interests of agriculture, to complete the 
national defense, to regulate the hours of 
labor and the liability of employers, and 
to organize pension funds. The prosperity 
of the nation, he said, depended upon Par- 
liament abandoning sterile discussion and 
limiting its labors to such legislation as 
would serve the interests of the working 
classes. 

The stagnation of business had been 
chiefly caused by an uncertain and narrow 
policx. Order and the progress of labor 
were imperative, and equally advantageous 
in home and foreign affairs. France, he 
said, is weary of agitation, and wants a 
truce from enfeebling dissensions, In con- 
clusion, he said, he felt convinced that Par- 
liament would respond to the Government’s 
statement and help the Ministers to carry 
out their policy of peace and progress. 

M. Goblet, Republican Radical Socialist, 
offered an interpellation, saying that the 
Programme of the Cabinet was contrary to 
the demand of a majority of the Chamber, 
as it rejected the income tax. It was, in 
fact, ‘‘a Ministry in defiance of the ma- 
jority of the Chamber.” 

M. Deschanel, Republican, said that uni- 
versal suffrage was certainly supreme, but 
to declare that the Chamber of Deputies 
Was omnipotent and the Senate powerless 
Was a negation of the sovereignty of the 
poopie.

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GAS KILLS A BABY GIRL. 


Her Parents Also Asphyxiated—Father 
May Have to Answer to Murder. 


William H. Loftus, a silversmith, and 
his wife were found unconscious in their 
bedroom, at 1,009 Lebanon Street, West 
Farms, yesterday, suffering from gas as 
phyxiation, while between them lying in 
the bed was their four-weeks-old daugh- 
ter. She was dead. ; 

The family was discovered by George 
Loesch, the landlord, who traced the smell 
of escaping gas to the rooms occupied by 
the Loftus family. They had moved into 
the house, which is’ a three-story frame 
structure, Wednesday. 

It was stated at the Fordham Hospital 
late last night that Mrs. Loftus will proba- 
bly recover, but her husband is in a more 
eritical eondition. er were removed to 
the hospital soon after being discovered. 

The police believe that Loftus turned on 
the gas with the intention of killing the 
child, its mother, and himself. He will 
be arrested on such a charge if he re- 
covers. He will also be charged with lar- 
ceny from the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company, for which he once worked.

Company. 

The Daily News, commenting upon the 
latest developments in the ease, will to- 
morrow say: ‘If the issues involved were 
not so serious it would be tempting to 
linger on the farcical side of the revolution, 
which went off at half-cock.” 

It adds that it Goes not assume that the 
London section of the Chartered Com- 
pany was privy to the transactions dis- 
closed, but, inasmuch as the South African 
section evidently was, the Government will 
immediately heve to face a demand for the 
revocation of the company’s. charter. The 
paper concludes by asking why Dr. Jame- 
son has been made a scapegoat. 

The Standard will say: ‘It will be very 
hard to maintain henceforth that the inter- 
vention of the contenay f forces was a sim- 
ple, unpremeditated outburst of chivalrous 
humanity, as many are anxious to picture 


it. 

Discussing the obscure passages in the 
telegram The- Standard says it is of the 
opinion that “ flotation ’’ does not refer to 
any financial scheme. The word “ Chair- 
man” appears to mean Dr. Jameson, not 
Rhodes, although the latter’s position as 
revealed by the telegrams is not easily 
reconciled with the assurances he gave Co- 
lonial Secretary Chamberlain, unless the 
messages are purely fabrications. 

The Standard pays a tribute to the supe- 
rior sagacity of the Boer officials in out- 
witting the plotters, and to their marvelous 
shrewdness in withholding the dispatches 
until the most suitable moment arrived for 
them to be divulged. 

The Times will say: “‘ The gravely dam- 
aging telegrams must be taken to prove be- 
yond the possibility of doubt chat the revo- 
lutionary movement was not only ap- 
proved, but was assisted with the cogni- 
zance of Cecil Rhodes. Success might pos- 
sibly have excused .but could not have 
been held to justify the part he played.” 

The paper contends that the company it- 
self is not necessarily involved. Rhodes, 
Beit, and Harris, it adds, may be called 
upon as individuals to answer for their 
conduct. Their position must be consid- 
ered afresh. , 

The Chronicle will say: “A more 
astounding ‘set of documents never saw the 
light.

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PENALTY IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


Renewed Assurance that the Death 
Sentence Has Been Commuted. 


LonpbDoNn, April 30.—In the House’of Com- 
mons to-day the Right Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, said that he had received a cable dis- 
patch from Sir Hercules Robinson, Gov- 
ernor of the Cape Colony, saying that the 
Executive Council of the Transvaal Repub- 
lic met at Pretoria yesterday for the pur- 
pose of considering what punishment should 
be inflicted upon the leaders of the Reform 
Committee, whose death sentences had been 
revoked, and were still discussing the mat- 
ter. 

The Transvaal Boers themselves, Sir Her- 
cules telegraphed, were strong in their con- 
demnation of the severity of the sentences 
which had been imposed upon the leaders 
of the reform movement and upon the minor 
prisoners as well, and prominent Boers 
were actively obtaining signatures: to peti- 
tions asking the Government to mitigate 
the punishment of the prisoners or to grant 
them a free pardon. ‘ 

Mr, Chamberlain, continuing, said he 
was informed that the presiding Judge 
who imposed the sentences upon Rhodes, 
Hammond, Farrar, Phillips, and the other 
members of the Reform Committee in the 
High Court at Pretoria, had been borrowed 
from the Orange Free State. His name, he 
said, was Gregorowski, and he was of 
Polish nationality. 

Reginald McKenna, Liberal, asked what 
truth there was in the report that one of 
the prisoners, John Hays Hammond, an 
American, had been released. Mr. Cham- 
berlain said that he had no information on 
the subject. 

J. H. Dalziel, Liberal, asked whether the 
selection of Judge Gregorowski was an in- 
dication of impartiality or of corruption. 
Mr. Chamberlain made no reply, and Mr. 
Dalziel gave notice that he would ask the 
question again in a formal way. 

The Telegraph will to-morrow publish an 
interview by its PretoNa correspondent with 
President Krueger, in which the latter said 
that he had canceled the death sentences 
of the four leaders of the Reform Committee 
as soon as they had been pronounced, 
neither himself nor the Transvaal Govern- 
ment having any vindictive feeling toward 
the ponoonars. The latter, he added, had 
manfully admitted their fault and submit- 
ted loyally to their trial and punishment. 
They had behaved throughout with excep- 
tional and excellent good faith. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Secretary Olney 
telegraphed April 28 to the Secretary of 
State of the South African Republic that it 
was assumed the death sentence of Ham- 
mond and other American citizens was im- 
posed with the understanding that the sen- 
tence would be commuted, and that he 
would like assurance on that point. The 
answer came this morning from the Trans- 
vaal Secretary as follows: 

“There was no talk of an understanding 
between Judge and Government before the 
sentence of death was pronounced, but be- 
fore the reception of Fane telegram the 
Executive Council had resolved to let 
mercy take the place of justice and not to 
enforce the death penalty.” 





BRITISH GOVERNMENT INVOLVED. 


Proof that Sir Henry Brougham Loch 
Suggested an Invasion, 


Paris, April 30.—Le Temps has a dispatch 
from Pretoria saying that the Government 
possesses proof that Sir Henry Brougham 
Loch, when Governor gf Cape Colony and 
British High Commissioner in South Africa, 
suggested an invasion of the Transvaal to 
the Johannesburg Reform Committee. 

The proof consists of a letter from Lionel 
Phillips to Mr. Werner, in London, bear- 


ing date of Jan. 1, 1894, and sent during 
a visit of Sir Henry to Johannesburg. 
From this letter it ap rs that Sir Henry 
offered to support a re ion with troops.

Republican County Committee Adopts 
Amendments, 


An adjourned meeting of the Republican 
County Committee was held last night 
at the headquarters to consider several 
amendmenis to the constitution. It was the 
intention of the leaders of the majority to 
pass these amendments at the last meet- 
ing, but they were unable to secure the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 

Among those present were Edward Lau- 
terbach, in the chair; M. N. Eckstein, John 
8. Smith, Cornelius Van Cott, F. S. Gibbs, 
John McKeever, Abraham Gruber, L. L. 
Van Allen, W. J. Gage, T. W. Barnes, Rob- 
ert A. Corrigan, George Dean, Robert A. 


Greacen, Dr. Scholer, ex-Justice Taintor, 
and George R. Manchester. 

The roil call showed that 118 members 
were present, who, the Chairman said, were 
a quorum for the transaction of constitu- 
tional business, 

After some discussion upon points of 
order, there was a reconsideration of the 
amendment defeated at the last meeting, 
by which one-third of the members of the 
County Committee should constitute a 
quorum. 

John Sabine Smith made a strong speech 
against the reconsideration of this amend- 
ment on the ground that it would throw 
the fortunes of the great Republican Party 
of New-York City into the power of twen- 
ty-three members. 

The amendment was carriéd by 88 to 33, 
the majority not having a single vote to 
spare. The Plattites cheered, and the anti- 
Plattites kept silent. 

Several other amendments, making only 
nominal changes, were thén adopted with- 
out debate. 

Montagu Lessler offered an amendment 
to the change proposed by Mr. Gruber in 
Article 18. Mr. Gruber’s change referred 
to the giving of notice of places of meeting, 
and Mr. Lessler proposed to add the words 
“and primaries.”’ 

This amendment Mr, Gruber would not 
accept on the ground that it might not al+- 
ways be convenient to hold primaries in the 
same places as those in which monthly. 
meetings were held. 

John Sabine Smith spoke strongly in favor 
of Mr. Lessler’s amendment on the ground 
that he and other Republicans wanted to 
know a month beforehand where their 
primaries were to be held. 

Mr. Lessler’s amendment was voted down, 
and the original amendment unanimously 
adopted. 

A long wrangle, in which John Sabine 
Smith took a leading part, followed over 
the question of calling the roll, the minor- 
ity insisting that the roll should be called 
as often as a fifth of those present de- 
sired it. Ultimately, F. 8. Gibbs moved 
that all roll calls, except on final questions, 
be suspended. This was carried by a vote 
of two-thirds of those present. 

Mr. Grubér then read an iron-clad reso- 
lution, by which no man could join the Re- 
publican County organization who had not 
registered and voted at the last election 
the straight National, State, county, and 
district ticket. 

This amendment was opposed by Mr. 
Lessler, who said it would drive away a 
great many members of the party, and 
also by J. S. Smith and E. C. Campbell. 

Samuel H. Randall said he was in favor 
of the resolution, because only loyal Re- 
publicans should control the organization 
of the party. This statement was received 
with cheers. William Halpin said that 
neither hypocrites nor Tammany Hall trim- 
mers were wanted in the ranks of the Re- 
publican Party. 

Mr. Lauterbach, in voting for the amend- 
ment, said a man might be a member of 
the Republican pad! without being a 
member of the Republican county organ- 
ization. No man need join the organization, 
but if he did he voluntarily gave up his 
right to bolt and scratch, and bound him- 
self to abide by the will of the majority. 
Mr. Lauterbach said the amendment was 
carefully designed to keep the rolls clear of 
the eee os and the Good Government 
man, the half Republican and the traitor. 
The amendment was carried 91 to 31. 

The remaining amendments were then 
adopted with the aid of the previous ques- 
tion moved by F. 8S. Gibbs as soon as each 
amendment wag read by Mr. Gruber. 





TAX OFFICE WAS UNDER SIEGE. 


Hundreds of Persons Seek to “ Swear 
Om” Assessments. 


The rush of taxpayers to the office of 
the Tax Commissioners to take advantage 
of the final opportunity to “ swear off” 
personal taxes was greater yesterday than 
on any previous day this year. Before the 
door of the Tax Office opened a crowd of 
over 100 had assembled, and when the 
door was opened they rushed in and took 
possession of the office. 

President Barker arrived shortly after 
8 o’clock, and he could scarcely gain ac- 
cess to his office. Several policemen were 
summoned from the City Hall Station to 
clear the office and form a line of the 
impatient taxpayers, so that business could 
be transacted in an orderly way. As the 
day advanced, the crowd increased, and 
at one time there were nearly 5tw persons 
clamoring for admission, and for an op- 
portunity to make an affidavit that they 
had no taxable personal property. 

Four lines were formed as soon as the 


controlled by the police, extending from 
the office of the Tax Commissioners alon 
the corridor to Broadway and along Broad- 
way to Reade Street. President- Barker 
and Commissioners Wells and Sutro exam- 
ined the applicants, and if the examination 
was satisfactory administered the oath. 

There were 520 taxpayers who were

For a long time the undertak- 
ers have been charging $5 for a coach to 
Calvary Cemetery, Brooklyn, and $6 for a 
coach to either the Lutheran Cemetery, the 
Cemetery of the Evergreens, or Greenwood. 
They have been getting the coaches from 
the livery stable keepers at $4 and $5, re- 
spectively. Some of the undertakers have 
taken only 50 cents commission, but most 
of them have cleared $1 on each coach. 

The: Boarding and Livery Keepers’ Asso- 
ciation met ednesday and resolved to 
raise the Brice of coaches to undertakers 
to $4.50 and $5.50, the change in rate to go

Gaiety’s Manager Held for Trial. 


John B. Doris, manager of the Gaiety Theatre, 
who was recently arrested on a charge of offend- 
ing public decency by presenting a pantomimic 
performance called ‘Orange Blossoms,’’ was 
committed for trial. yesterday by Magistrate 
Wentworth in Jefferson Market Court. The of-

The turning point came when a cendi- 
date for Auditor who was championed es- 
pecially by an anti-Catholic organication, 
and to whom the machine had pledged its 
full support, was defeated by a one-armed 
veteran of the war by less than a baker's 
dozen of votes. The sentiment attached to 
the old blue uniform had more to do with 
the result than any cther consideration. 
But the friends of the defeated candidate, 
and they ran up into the hundreds, charged 
treachéry upon the machine. 

From the moment that the result of the 
ballot was declared it was evident the op- 
position had “lost its grip,’’ and when the 
opportune moment arrived, not only did 
the delegates who had received instructions 
and indorsements stand to their guns, but 
the uninstructed brigades poured broadside 
after broadside into the anti-McKinley 
ranks. 

Before the last county had recorded its 
vote the majority of the opposition was 
“tumbling over itself in its eagerness to 
secure seats in the band wagon.” « 

To-night, with bands and sanners, glee 
clubs, torches, redfire, and songs of tri- 
umph, the visitors have undisputed posses- 
sion of the capital city. 

The convention’s first business to-day was 
to compiete the State ticket. This it did 
by nominating James A. Rose of Goleonda 
for Secretary of State; James B.. McCul- 
lough of Champaign for Auditor; Henr 
Hentz of Chicago tor Treasurer, and Edwin 
Cc. Akin of Joliet for Attorney General. 

Just as soon as the Attorney Generalship 
had been disposed of it was announced that 
the resolution of instructions would be con- 
sidered, The Chair insisted on absolute 
order, and the Sergeant,at Arms compelled 
all on the figor to be séated. 

This accomplished, Senator Fuller of Bel- 
videreé mounted a chair in the centré of the 
Chicago delegation and submitttd a reso- 
lution instructing the delegates at large to 
be selected to present to the National Re- 
publican Convention the name of Shelby M. 
Cullom as the choice of Ililinois for the 
Presidency. 

The cheering with which this was greeted 
was confined almost entirely to the left 
wing of the hall, the Chicago men getting 
up on chairs, waving hats and handker- 
chiefs, and yelling frantically for ‘* Cullom 
and vietory.” 

When the resolution had been read a sec- 

ond time by the clerk there was a cyclone 
of ‘ Nays,’ hisses, and groans. 
* With considerable heat the Chair appealed 
for order, declaring that hé would keep the 
convention in session all night unless he 
could securé sufficient order to ehable each 
side to have a fair and honest hearing. 
This had its effect, and Senator Fuller 
forced his way through the crowd to the 
platform and began his speech in support of 
the resolution. 

He said that in thé past thére had been 
found in this State men good enough, men 
Republican enough to fill the Presidential 
chair. He wes one of those who believed 
in the declaration enunciated in the resolu- 
tion, and it should go forth to the country 
that Illinois had one man in the State 
whom the people delighted to honor, whom 
they had honored for thirty years, and who 
was the choice of the Republicans of Ii- 
linois for the highest office in the gift of 
the American people. 

Henewed shouts of ‘‘ No” grééted this ref- 
erence, and the speaker concluded some- 
what abruptly. 

He barely had turned his back when Del- 
egate S. H. Bethea of Dixon, anticipating 
Speaker Calhoun, jumped upon a chair and 
moved to substitute the name of McKinley 
for that of Gullom in the resolution. 

The demonstration that greeted the men- 
tion of McKinley was terrific. Two-thirds 
of the convention and the thousands in the 
gallery, rose ¢m masse and cheered for at 
least three minutes, and the tempest was 
repeated when the Chair repeated the 
amendment. Speaker Calhoun then was rec- 
ognized, and eulogized McKinley. 

Alderman Madden of Chicago moved an 
amendment to the McKinley amendment, 
that in the event ot McKinley's failing to 
receive the nomination the Republicans of 
Illinois express their “ unfaltering recogni- 
tion of the broad statesmanship and match- 
less abitilies of Hon. T. B..Reed of Maine, 
and Hon. W. B. Allison of Iowa.”’ 

A storm of disapproval greeted this ef- 
fort of the Chicago machine leader to com- 
plicate the situation. Calhoun protested 
against its consideration on parliamentary 
grounds, but the Chair did not rule, and 
ex-Attorney General Hunt was presented 
to speak for McKinley. 

Shoute of ‘“ Vote”’ rendered his_ utter- 
ances almost inaudible, and then Senator 
Fuller closed the debate with a final plea 
for Cullom, and a declaration that the 
side he represented fully coincided with 
all that had been said regarding the emi- 
nence and worth of McKinley. 

Delegate Messick of East St. Louis at 
this juncture moved that _the instructions 
for both Cullom and McKinley be tabled. 
This was met with a storm of disapproval, 
and Mr. Calhoun made the point of order 
that under the resolution adopted yester- 
day a direct vote should be taken without 
evasion or subterfuge. But the Chair ruled 
against him, and he accepted the situation. 

A ballot was ordered on the motion to 
table, and this time there was no necessity 
for an appeal for order from the Chair. 
Delegates and spectators alike Kept tab, 
and the silence was only broken by the 
cheers that greeted the heavy McKinley 
votes from the uninstructed delegates, Cook 
County gave the Ohioan eighty-two votes, 
or about one-half of what had been antici- 
pated, but the country districts imnfediately 
following rolled up their tens and_ scores 
and hundreds against the senior Senator 
from Illinois. Here and there a delegation 
that was instructed for McKinley gave a 
solitary vote to the other candidate, but 
generally the instructions were respected 
and indorsements regarded just as good as 
instructions. 

The only notable violation was that of 
Sangamon County, the twenty delegates 
from which, in spite of McKinley instruc- 
tions, voted solid for their fellow-towns- 
man, Senator Cullom. When Stephenson 
County had been passed, with fifteen coun- 
ties still to hear from, the motion to table 
was defeated by ten majority. There was 
an attempt to renew the enthusiasm of a 
few moments before, but the delegates 
wanted the full vote, and it was not until 
Woodford, the last county on the list, had 
pce called that the pent-up feeling broke 
oose. 

The convention then went into hysterics. 
Cheer after cheer followed, and banners 
and lithographs of Ohio’s ex-Governor were 
waved in a dozen parts of the hall. The 
footing of the convention Secretaries gave 
the result of 832 against tabling the instruc- 
tions to 503 in favor, a majority of 329, but 
before the vote could be announced, Sena- 
tor Fuller was on his chair to move that 
in the resolution which he had presented 
the name of William McKinley be substi- 
tuted for that of Shelby M. Cullom. 

This capitulgtion of the opposition again 
let loose the enthusiasm, and it swelled into 
something like a political cyclone when 
Alderman Madden, in behalf of the Cook 
County machine, followed suit with a mo- 
tion that the substitution of McKinley's 
name be made by acclamation. The com- 
pact was sealed with a mighty shout, and 
then for ten minutes the victorious element 
gave itself up to a general jubilation. 

Men who had never met before shook 
hands like old acquaintances, friends em- 
braced friends, and the women on the plat- 
form kissed and hugged each other. 

The defeated Chicago men;took the situa- 
tion hard. They sat glum and morose, and 
refused the invitation of the victors to make 
the best of it and join with good grace 
in the jollification. hey had a small re- 
venge. The report of the committee ap- 
ointed yesterday to name delegates at 
arge, and which had been made up in 
Cullom’s interest, was presented. It named 
William Penn Nixon of The Chicago Inter 
Ocean, R. W. Patterson of The Tribune, 
ex-Gov. Fifer of Bloomington, and David T. 
Littler of Springfield. The McKinley minor- 
ity of the Chicago 300 wanted Mayor 
George B. Swift substituted for William 
Penn Nixon, and another tedious roll call 
was in order. Two hundred and fifty Chi- 
cagoans voted against the Mayor, and, aid- 
ed by Mr. Nixon’s large personal following 
in the country delegations, succeeded in 
defeating Swift by a majority of 105—720 to 
It was now after 7 o’clock. The great 
building was in darkness save for a few 
spluttering arc lights that served only to 
intensify the gloom.

James Mitchell, Chairman of the New- 
York Stock Exchange, died yesterday morn- 
ing at the home of Samuel W. Johnston, 
415 Clinton Avenue, Brooklyn. He had been 
a guest there, and intended to remain until 
his own home at Madison, N. J., which he 
had rented for the Winter while he was in | 
the South on sick ieave, could be made 
ready for his occupancy. On Wednesday 
night he felt sufficiently well to join a card 
party at Mr. Johnston’s lasting until mid- 
night. In the morning he was found dead 
in the bathroom. 

Mr. Mitchell became a member of the 
Stock Exchange when that body absorbed 
the Open Board of Brokers, of which he 
had been Vice Chairman, in May, 1869. In 
1871 he succeeded Moses Wheelock as Chair- 
man of the Stock Exchange. That officer 
has charge of the board room. His func- 
tions are important in seasons of panic or 
other excitement, and at all times he has 
oversight of the conduct of business. He 
performed his duties so well in the excite- 
ment of 1893 that the brokers presented 
him with a gold watch and chain as a token 
of appreciation. 

His health became impaired some time 
ago, and last Fall the Governing Commit- 
tee granted him leave of absence for six 
months. That term expired yesterday. It 
had been his intention to visit the Ex- 
change and to ask for an extension of 
leave, which the Governing Committee had 
already, decided, by informal understand- 
ing, to grant. His work had been done in 
his absence by William McClure. 

The news of his death was unexpected. 
As s00n as it came President Eames issued 
a call for a special eageoeny | of the Govern- 
ing Committee, which was held at 1 o’clock. 
President Eames paid tribute to Mr. Mitch- 
ell and the committee voted that Mr. 
Eames, Vice Presndent R. H. Thomas, Sec- 
retary George W. Ely, and Treasurer F. 
W. Gilley attend the funeral and that the 
Exchange be also represented by F 
Morse, W. G. Wiley, and R. J. Kimball, who 
are not members of the Governing Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Mitchell was a 
and sixty years old. He formerly resided 
in Brooklyn, but moved to Madison three 
years ago. is surviving family consists 
of three daughters. The burial will take 
place in Greenwood.

KILLED BY HIS OWN INVENTION. 


William H. Coulson Loses His Lifad 
While Experimenting. 


William Coulson, an amateur 


chemist; was almost instantly killed at 
his home, 7 Oak Street, at 11:30 o'clock 
Wednesday night. The affair was shrouded, 
in mystery, but the mystery did not 
late to the tragedy so much as to an in- 
vention upon which Mr. Coulson was work- 
ing with two associates. 

Mrs. Coulson, the dead man’s widow, waa 
in hysterics, or convulsions, all day, g0- 
ing from one fit to another, and it was im- 
possible to obtain any information fron» 
her. 

Mr. Coulson was employed as Superin- 
tendent in the shops of Wethereod’s Sons, 
greenhouse builders at Orient and West 
Side Avenues. 

It-was his habit te spend his evenings 
in a laboratory he had built in the rear 
of his home, and in which he was con- 
tinually experimenting. Some time ago 
he made what he deemed an important in- 
vention. He apparently needed money toe 
perfect it, as he entered into a partnership 
with two men. They assisted him in the 
work of perfecting his invention, and were 
with him when he was _ Killed. 

The invention consisted of a cylinder made 
of aluminium. This cylinder is two feet long 
and eighteen inches in circumference. It 
was charged with acid or gas, being closed 
with a cap at one end. 

The cylinder was overcharged. It did 
not explode, however, but the cap was 
forced off. .1t struck Mr. Coulson in the 
side, and was driven into the groin. It 
Severed an artery, and-he bled to death 
before a phySician could be summoned. 

These facts were obtained from Dr. Oliver 
R. Blanchard of 51 Madison Avenue, who 
was called to attend him, but whose serv- 
ices were useless. Dr. Blanchard was a 
friend of Mr. Coulson, and had paid him 
a visit early in the evening. 

Mrs. Coulson revived last night suffi- 
ciently to give a brief account of the acci- 
dent. She said the invention upon which 
her husband was working was a patent 
fire extinguisher. His associates in the eh- 
terprise were John Parker, whose home is, 
in Essex County, and William Turnbull of 
145 Forrest Avenue, 

Mr. Coulson had perfected the invention 
and was giving an exhibition of it to Turn- 
bull, Parker, and herself when the explo- 
Sion occurred. Her husband said at the’ 
time that he had overcharged the cylinder.: 
He did not apprehend any danger from! 
that, however. 

The patent granted to Mr. Coulson fot 
his invention was received at his home W3 
mail yesterday.

Nearly $400,000 Received Yesterday 
by the New Excise Department— 
Receipts Which Will Enable the 
Holders to Do Business Given Cut 
—Dealers Who Have Not Paid the 
Tax to be Dealt with Leniently 
—No Applications from Clubs. 


The offices of Deputy Commissioner 
George Hilliard of the new Excise Depart- 
ment/ in the Metropolitan Building, at 1 
Madison Avenue, were the scene of more 
activity yesterday than was ever witnessed 
in the rooms of the old Excise Board. 

A majority of the licenses granted by 


the old: board expired yesterday, inoluding 
nat only those regularly issued a year ago, 
but also the enormous number granted 
Since the Raines liquor-tax law was 
signed. Other licenses regularly granted 
last year to run until June 30 will remain 
in force until that date, but others natur- 
ally expiring after that date will be can- 
celed at that time. Liquor dealers were 
therefore eagcr yesterday to meet the re- 
@uirements of the new law, so that they 
could carry on their business without in- 
termuption on the dying of the old régime 
and the beginning of the. new. 

Nearly $400,000. was paid in yesterday ky 
616 applicants, and the work of receipting 
ior the payments was a ponderous one, 
and was performed by Assistant Cashiers 
Pitkin and Wilks. 

Altogether there have been about 1,200 
applicants for tax certificates, It is impos- 
sible to give exact figures, as the rush of 
business has prevented footing up the total 
by che clerks. 

No liquor-tax certificates were issued yes- 
terday, nor have any been issued by the 
Deputy Commission. Under the law appli- 
cants are required to file a bond fifteen 
days before expiration of old lincense, and 
on the payment of the tax they receive 
typewritten receipts. which serve as certifi- 


cates until the issue of the legal certificate.

All the records of the Excise Department 
were transferred yesterday to Col. Michell. 
The money collected by the old board was. 
deposited with the City Treasurer. The re- 
ceipts of the board since Jan. 1, 1896, 
amounted to $156,597.05. 

Col. Michell’s offices, in the Germania 
Building, were crowded yesterday with sa- 
loon keepers, who applied for licenses. More 
than 700 had applied when the offices closed, 
but not more than 200 licenses were issued. 
This was because none were ready until 2 
P. M. Previous to that hour certificates 


were given, which will be good until 
licenses can be issued instead. 

Capt. Nutt, one of Col. Michell’s depu- 
ties, said yesterday that ten special ageuts 
would be assigned to duty in Brooklyn on 
Sunday, and they would keep a sharp look- 
out for violations of the law. 

“They will inspect all ‘ notels, Capt. 
Nutt said, ‘‘and will report every evasion 
of the liquor-tax law. A sandwich w... not 
be considered a meal for fifty persons. 
Those who are detected violating the 
law will be reported to the District At- 
torney for prosecution. At the same time 
the police must not relax their vigilance. 
A policeman who fails to arresy an offender 
will be liable to a heavy fine. 

Col. Michell said the question as to clerks 
would be left open until the courts have 
decided it. 

The First National Bank, at Broadway |, 
and Kent Avenue, three miles distant from 
the Deputy State Excise Commissioner’s 
office, has been designated by State Com- 
mision Lyman as the depository of excise 
funds. The bank has agreed to be respon- 
sible for the security of all moneys in 
transit. 

The Brooklyn saloon keepers are not pa- 
tronizing the Platt-Raines trust company, 
but are obtaining bonds from the United 
States Guarantee Company. The Liquor 
Dealers’ Association decided not to put it- 
self under the Platt-Raines company’s pro- 
tection. : 

William Hill, a restaurant keeper of 5 Ala- 
bama Avenue, was heid in. $1,000 bail for 
the Grand Jury yesterday for having vio- 
lated the Raines law Sunday, April 5. The 
restaurant is in a hotel managed by Charles 
Uimer, and Hill claimed it was part of the 
hotel, and he had a right to seil liquor to 
his customers.

First Officer Says Two and Steward 
Eight Persons Were Drowned, 


From First Officer Glover of the Old Do-

SUBWAY EXPLOSIONS IN BROOKLYN. 


Heavy Iron Caps Blown from Four 
Manholes—Narrow Escapes. 


The leakage of gaspipes into the subways 
of the New-York and New-Jersey Telephone 
Company in the Bedford District of Brook- 
lyn caused four explosions almost si- 
multaneously yesterday morning. They 
happened about 8:30 o’clock. 

The first occurred at Fulton Street and 
Classon Avenue. A manhole cover was 
blown into the air with a report that sound- 
ed like a cannon. The cashier in E. Wilk- 
inloh’s grocery store opposite fainted, and 
John H. Dawson, who lives over the gro- 
cery, fell from a chair. Mrs. Dawson was 
nearly knocked down. 

An iron cap weighing 500 pounds was 
blown from a manhole at Fulton Street 


and Franklin Avenue, and struck the Kings 
County Eievated Ratiiroad structure. A 
cable support under the track was knocked 
down, and, in falling, the iron cap nearly 
crushed a workman on the street. 

Another manhole at Fulton Street and 
Spencer Place was also blown out, but it 
did not create much excitement. 

The most serious explosion occurred at 
Franklin and Atlantic Avenues. There 2 
heavy iron cap was bdioOWn against a gate 
of the Long Island Railroad, and a police- 
man narrowly escaped being struck by it. 
The street “was torn up, and cobblestones 
were thrown about promiscuously, but no 
one was injured. 


BIDS FOR SMOKELESS POWDER. 





Offers Made to Produce the Article for 
he Government. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Army Ord- 
nance Office to-day received bids for 30,000 
pounds of smokeless powder, intended for 
use in the military service. The offer of 
$1 per pound was made by the Peyton 
Powder Works of Santa Cruz, Cal., and by 
the Dupont Company of Wilmington, Del. 

Bernard Peyton, for the Peyton works, 
was one of the originators of smokeless 
powder in this country. He made his 
powder on a Virginia farm, and for a long 


time the experts did not know who was the 
inventor of the most satisfactory powder 
which had, up-to that time, been produced 
in this country. 

The lowest bid received was that of the 
American Smokeless Powder Company of 
18 Broadway, New-York, which offered to 
furnish 20,000 unds or more at 90 cents 
per pound, and if the order was for less 
than 20,000 pounds, at 95 cents per pound. 
The company was represented at the open- 
ing to-day by. Lieut. G. N. Whistler, an 
army officer, who is employed by the firm.

The Actuarial Society of America held 
“ts sefffi-annual meeting at an up-town hotel 
yesterday. Emory McClintock, Actuary of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company and 
President of the Society, was in the chair, 


and about fifty members were present. 

The Actuaries, during the morning and 
afternoon sessions, dealt with figures and 
showed an alarming knowledge of mor- 
tality rates, but in the evening the higher 
mathematics gave place to the spirit. of 
jollity and fun, when the annual dinner 
Was enjoyed. The members delighted in 
“croustade of sweetbread Aa la Toulouse”’ 
and “pudding a ‘a diplomate,” as if dys- 
pepsia and mortality could not affect the 
Actuary as they do the ordinary policy 
holder. 

Among the officers and members present 
were Emory McClintock, President; Bloom- 
field J. Miller, First Vice President; Dr. 
israel C. Pierson, Secretary; Oscar B. Ire- 
land, Treasurer; Sheppard Homans, David 
P. Fackler, Howell W. St. John, Thomas 
B. Macaulay, Rufus W. Weeks, Daniel H. 
Wells, Charles A. Loveland, and Jesse J. 
Barker. 

Actuaries were on hand from all the 
Jarger insurance companies of New York 
City, and many as well from all over the 
country and Canada. 

When the meeting was called to order the 
first business of the day was the election 
of officers. There was no change made, 
however, and those who held office last 
year were unanimously re-elected. New 
members of the Council elected were Will- 
jam McCabe and William E. Starr. Presi- 
dent McClintock then addressed the meet- 
ing on the subject of certain proposed 
amendments to the constitution making it 


necessary to undergo technical examination 
for membership in the society in future. 
He said: 

The present meeting will be a memorable one, 
should you vote affirmatively upon the pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution. If 
the amendments are adopted by the necessary 
vote of two-thirds of those present, a great 
change takes place affecting the organization 
of the society through all future time. The 
subject of my address as President on opening 
the present session is therefore naturally set 
before me. 

The object to be attained 
amendments was brought to your attention in 
my address ai the last meeting, as follows: ‘‘It 
is said that some of those members of this 
sdciety who in 1892 opposed the examination 
of candidates as a requisite fer membership, 
with the formation class of 


by the proposed 


of a secondary 
members called associates, expecting but not yet 
able to pass such final examination, are now 
of a different mind.’’ 

The proposed amendments provide for a change 
in the constitutional provision for the admission 
of members. If the change is adopted, all 
members hereafter admitted must come either 
by examination from the proposed subordinate 
grade of associates, or, in what must obviously 
be rare cases, by ‘‘ the unanimous recommenda- 
tion of the council, followed by a unanimous 
ballot of the society.’’ The regular mode tf 
beceming a member hereafter, under the pro- 
posed system, is to become an associate, and 
from that grade to pass to the rank of member 
_by making application to_the council, and, after 

approval by” the council of’ his application, by 
passing a final examination as a test of his 
professional qualifications. It is further pro- 
vided that no one can become a member in 
this way unless he is twenty-five years of age and 
has been an associate during a period of at least 
one year. 

That admission should be by examination ac- 
Cords also with essential justice. One applicant 
of wide knowledge and excellent practical ability 
might write an inferior paper, while another 
with a better flow of words might, after a 
little study, produce as the result of a special 
effort something far more creditable. The com- 
bination of justice and expediency which has 
caused the adoption of the system of exam- 
ination in kindred organizations abroad has 
now, without doubt, approved itself to every 
member of this society. The fact that the com- 
mittee’s report was unanimously adopted by the 
society at its last meeting is evidence that the 
time has arrived for this important change. 

The amendments were put to the vote, 
and it was unanimously decided to amend 
the constitution so that a technical exam- 
ination will in future be required for ad- 
mission to membership. 

This having been accomplished, the at- 
mosphere began to grow thick with fig- 
ures, formulae, algebraical symbols, tables, 
reserve tables, mortality tables, and all 
sorts of other mystical terms, with which 
actuaries, expert accountants, and others 
amuse themselves It was evident, from 
the attention paid to @ach paper and the 
2mount of discussion which followed, that 
this was the real ‘“‘meat”’ of the meetihg. 
To all outsiders the proceedings here be- 
came exceedingly mysterious. Waiters who 
passed the open door and popped their 
heads in to listen for a moment out of cu- 
riosity fied terrified, thinking they had 
heard strange oaths and awful impreca- 
tions. Nevertheless, the addresses and 
speeches by various members were most 
interesting to all who understood them. 

Rufus W. Weeks of the New-York Life 
Insurance Company read an interesting 


furnishee in 1892 a mortality experience based 
on lives, but not being able to take up the 
work again until two years later, it then seemed 
to me that it would be best to procure all the 
additional observations available, so that the 
experience might include as many Hives and as 
many years of exposure as possible, and thus 
be more useful than an experience absolutely 
Pawel with that already published.

These requests were complied with, and the 
present experience includes material furnished 
by the following fifteen companies, being the 
same companies which joined in the previous 
work:

Life Assurance Society of the United States, 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New-York, 
Provident Life and Trust Company,. Germania 
Life Insurance Company, Mutual Benefit Life 
Insurance Company, Washington Life Insurance 
Company, Manhattan Life Insurance Company, 
Home Life Insurance Company, John Hancock 
Life Insurance Company, Travelers’ Insurance 
Company, Union Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, Union Central Life Insurance Company, 
Penn Mutual Life Insurance Company, and Provi- 
dent Savings Life Assurance Society. 

It is to be noted that, in the aggregate, the 
foreign annuity business of American life insur- 
ance companies has greatly exceeded the domes- 
tic, and that three-fourths of the lives embraced 
in the present experience are European, the re- 
maining one-fourth being American. 

The society made up for the higher math- 
emati¢s of the day by a pleasant dinner 
in the evening. mpromptu toasts were 
made, and everybody was jolly. After the 
President and the Queen had been toasted, 
the following subjects were treated of: “‘ A. 
S. A. and Its Officers,” B. J. Miller; ‘‘ Ex- 
Presidents of the Society,’’ Sheppard Ho- 
mans; “‘ Institute of Actuaries, London,” T. 
B. Macaulay; ‘‘ French Institute of Actu- 
aries,’ D. P. Fackler; *‘ Company Officers 
Not Official Actuaries,’’ J. M. Holcombe; 
“The Young Members,”’ G. F. Salter, and 
‘*“The Beneficence of Life Insurance,” C. 
T. Lewis. 

The society will resume its sessions this 
morning at 11 o’clock and bring the an- 
nual meeting to a conclusion.

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SENATE TALKS POLITICS 





THE THREE PARTIES USE UP AN EN- 
TIRE DAY AMONG THEM. 


Allen of Nebraska Says the Populists 
Surely Will Come into Power in 
1907 and Give the People a Gov- 
ernment Worth Having—Gorman 
Talks About Republican Extrava- 
gance—Naval “Appropriation Bill 
Still Pending. 


WASHINGTON, April “30—Mr. Allen, Mr. 
Bacon, Mr. Call, Mr. White, and Mr.Gorman 
divided the time to-day-in the political de- 
bate started by Mr. Gorman a few days ago 
in pursuance of his plan to defeat the chief 
propositions in the Naval Appropriation 
bill. Mr. Allen had a good deal to say about 
bonds, free silver, and other topics dear to 


the Populist heart, and wound up with the 
prediction that by 1907 at the latest the 
reins of power would be in the hands of 
the Populists, who of course would stand 
for government ‘of, by, and for’’ the peo- 
ple. Mr. Call and Mr. Bacon put in a few 
words in favor of the bill as amended by 
the Committee on Appropriations, Mr. 
White argued for coast defenses, and then 
Mr. Gorman, who realized that the friends 
of the bill were making appreciable gains, 
took the floor in what turned out td be 
but a repetition of the argument he put 
forward Tuesday, that the state of the 
Treasury was too low to admit of the 
heavy appropriations demanded by the 
naval bill. 

Mr. Bacon had based his remarks on the 
fact that the Treasury was in possession 
of a handsome balance. Mr. Gorman con- 
tendéd that as soon as it should become 
known that Congress had authorized heavy 
disbursements, the ‘“‘ money sharks,” as he 
now sees/fit to term the bankers, would 
make a/raid on the Treasury gold which 
would disperse the immense sum now in the 
Treasury vaults. Toward the close of his 
speech he made the assertion that the ques- 


tion of coast defenses ought to receive 
greater attention than that of the navy. 

Mr. Gorman had the satisfaction of see- 
ing the Quay amendment to his own 
amendment increasing the number of bat- 
tleships from four to six ruled out of con- 
sideration, on the ground that it was not 
accompanied by an estimate of cost. -Mr. 
Chandler, just before adjournment, gave 
notice of an amendment calling for an ap- 
propriation of $4,500,000 to be used in the 
construction of thirty torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers. Mr. Chandler ap- 
parently is afraid the Gorman amendment 
will prevail. 

The Naval Appropriation bill will be the 
order of business in the Senate to-morrow, 
and Mr. Hale, who is in charge of it, has 
given notice that if it shall not be disposed 
of at 6 o’clock he will ask for an evening 
session. It will be strange, in view of the 
present disposition of the Senators to dis- 
cuss political questions, if consideration of 
the bill shall be completed to-morrow. 





TO PUNISH CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


A New: Bill on This Subject Reported 
to the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—In the. Senate to- 
day Mr. Hill, from the Committee on Judi- 
ciary, favorably reported a substitute bill 
for that before the committee relating to 
contempts of courts, growing out,.of the 
Debs case. ‘Thé bill defines” diréct "con- 
tempts as those committed during the sit- 
ting of a Court or of a. Judge at Chambers, 
in its presence. or so near’thereto as to 
obstruct the administration of justice; all 
others are indirect contempts.. 

Direct contempts are made punishable 
summarily without written accusation. 
Upon the return of any process, showing 
any person to be guilty of indirect con- 
tempt, it is provided that a writ of at- 
tachment may issue, and such person may 
be brought before the Court. A written ac- 
cusation setting forth all the facts clearly 
must be filed, and the. accused required to 
answer thereto. After such answer, or a re- 


fusal to answer, the writ may proceed at 
the time fixed to hear testimony and deter- 
mine such accusation, Upon application of 
the accused, in the discretion of the Court, 
a trial by jury may be granted. 

Provision is also made for exceptions and 
review upon direct appeal to or by writ of 
error from the Supreme Court. 





EACH WILL HOLD HIS SEAT, 


Three Contests in the House of Repre- 
sentatives Decided, 


WASHINGTON, April. 30.—In the House to- 
day Mr. McCall, (Rep., Mass.,) Chairman, 
reported from Elections Committee No. 3 
the resolutions agreed’ upon by the com- 
mittee in the contests.ef John A. Brown 
ys.

Congressional Doings. 


—In the Senate yesterday, Mr. Blanchard 
gave notice of an améndment to the River and 
Harbcr bill, making it unlawful to deposit 
refuse, ballast, ashes, cinders, mud, dredgings, 
&e., except such as flows from streets and 
sewers, in the waters of any harbor ci navi- 
gable river, for the improvement of which ap- 
propriations have been made, elsewhere than 
within limits defined and permitted by the Sec- 
retary of War. 

—The Sub-Committee of the House Labor 
Committee has decided to report favorably to the 
full committee the bill of Mr. Southwick of New- 
York, to protect free labor and the industries in 
which it is employed from the injurious effect 
of convict competition by confining the sale of 
goods, wares, and merchandise manufactured by 
convict labor to the State or Territory in which 
they are produced. 

—Mr. Lewis of Kentucky has introduced 
in the House a bill appropriating $100,000 to pro- 
vide for the purchase of the birthplace of Abra- 
ham Lincoln and the erection thereon of a home 
for disabled soldiers, to be known as the Lincoln 
National Home. 

—Speaker Reed has announced the ap- 
pointment of Representatives Payne, (Rep., N. 
Y.,) and Sayers, (Dem., Texas,) as Trustees of 
the National Deaf and Dumb Asylum. 

—The House has passed the bill giving a 
pension of $75 a month to Brig. Gen. William 
Grose of Indiana. 


HOUSE OF REFUGE BOYS REVOLT. 


Keeper Attackegi and Two Lads Make 
a Determined Fight. 





While the second division of the boys in 
the House of Refuge, Randall's Island, 
numbering 360 of all ages and sizes, were 
engaged at play yesterday, Herman Ber- 
lin, eighteen years old, was guilty of some 
infraction of the rules and was taken into 
the Superintendent’s office by Keeper 
Frank Weiss and reported for miscon- 
duct. As Weiss,;was walking back to the 
playground, followed by Berlin, some one 
called out: 

“Look out! He’s got a knife!” 

Weiss turned toward Berlin, who struck 


him a violent fist blow and then made a 
slash at his throat with a knife. 

At the same instant Berlin seized a base- 
ball bat and, flourishing both knife and 
bat, defied Weiss, and shouted to the other 
boys to come to his assistance. Jacob 
Schmidt went to his assistance, also armed 
with a knife and bat, and Keeper Harry 
McDonald went to the aid of Keeper Weiss. 

The boys flourished their weapons, and 
were joined in a moment by-about forty 
other boys, who presented a defiant front, 
while others of the boys began to shower 
the keepers with missiles of various kinds. 

Policeman Cottrell, who is detailed to 
duty on the island, was summoned, and 
he, with the. keepers, advanced upon the 
boys, who slowly retreated, while the or- 
der ‘was: given..to the boys to fall.in for 
parade. . : 

Most of the boys obeyed the order, and 
fell into the ranks, but Berlin and Schmidt, 
with a Téw others, fled and took refuge in 
another part of the inclosure, from which 
they were driven with difficulty. Finally 
all the boys but Schmidt and Berlin fell 
into the ranks. These two faced the po- 
liceman and keepers with the greatest de- 
termination, declaring that they would die 
before they would surrender, and they re- 
treated from one point of vantage to an- 
other. 

Meantime aid had been asked from the 
East One Hundred ard Twenty-sixth 
Street Police Station by telephone, and 
Policeman George Lavender went over to 
the island. After Lavender’s arrival he 
and Policeman Cottrell determined to capt- 
ure the boys, and, drawing their clubs and 


were in a small inclosure, from which 
there was no escape, but still they would 
not surrender. The policemen advanced 
toward them, and when close at hand fired 
two shots each, taking care to send their 
bullets wide of the mark. This overawed 
the boys, and they threw down their knives 
and bats and surrendered. 

They were then handcuffed and taken to 
the Harlem Police Court and arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Deuel. Complaints were 
made against them by the keepers, and 
they were held in $200 bail each for trial 
at the Special Sessions.

RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSIONERS DE- 
NOUNCE 1nE PROPOSITION. 


Mr. Inman Says the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Company’s Managers Are 
* Blufiing "—Mr. Steinway Asserts 
that George Gould and Russell 
Sage Want Privileges Without 
Paying the City for Them—Status 
of the Underground Project. 


Alexander E, Orr, Seth Low, William 
Steinway, and John H. Inman formed the 
quorum of the Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, which held its regular week- 
ly session yesterday afternoon, 

Nothing was said at the meeting about 


the recent overtures of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company for an extension 
of its facilities, but after the meeting ad- 
journed Mr. Inman said to a reporter for 
THE NEW-YORK TIMEs: 

“IT consider the recent: talk by the man- 
agers of the Manhattan elevated as purely 


,in the nature of a ‘ bluff.” We are always 


apt to hear talk of this kind when the tun- 
nel scheme seems to be within a measurable 
distance of completion. If the Manhattan 
Blevated Railway Company wants any ex- 
tensions, why does it not come forward with 
its propositions and ask what it wants? 

“The Rapid Transit Commissioners de- 
sire to be perfectly fair to the Manhattan 
company, and whatever privileges can be 
granted by them. compatible with the inter- 
ests of the city, will be granted, but the 
elevated company must first put in its re- 
quest. 

“As for the double-deck system, that is 
absurd and wholly impracticable. No one 
in our generation, at least, will ever see 
a double-decked elevated railway in this 
city.’’ 

William Steinway was indignant at the 


attitude of the Manhattan Elevated Com- 


pany. 

“Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage,’’ Mr. Steinway 
said, “know very well that the Board of 
aRpid Transit Commissioners is the only 
source from which they may seek power 
to extend the elevated railway system. We 
are quite ready to grant such privileges to 
the elevated railway managers as will not 


clash with the due rights of an umer- 
ground: road. 

“What is wrong with Mr. Sage and Mf. 
Gould is that they want privileges without 
paying the city a fair price for them. They 
will get nothing. out of me, for one, by 
this course of action. 

‘The double-deck scheme is nonsensical. 
The Board of Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers went into it, with several other uto- 
pian schemes, and found the loss of air 
and light in the avenues due to a double- 
deck structure would absolutely prohibit 
its use, if nothing else did.’’ 

The first business before the Board of 
Rapid Transit Commissioners was a com- 
munication from Davies, Stone & Auerbach, 
counsel for the elevated railway company, 
calling attention to a bill which had been 
introduced by Assemblyman Finn, prohib- 
iting railways from using Battery Park. 
Mr. Delafield, the Secretary, said the bill 
had not passed the Legislature, and he was 
instructed to oppose it in case it should 
‘come up for final passage to-day—the Com- 
missioners evidently not knowing that the 
Legislature had adjourned. 
~It was reported that the bill prepared by 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners, amend- 
ing. the Rapid Transit act in several minor 
respects and allowing more favorable terms 
for the contractor for the road, had passed 
the Legislature and would receive a pub- 
lic hearing by the Mayor Wednesday at

It was resolved by the board that when 
the Appellate Branch of the Supreme Court 
confirms the award of the special Com- 
missioners appointed to consider the ad- 
visability of building the underground road, 
the President of the Rapid Transit Board 
should appoint an Expert Board of three 
engineers of high standing to examine the 
detailed plans of the road prepared, or in 
course of preparation, by W. B. Parsons, 
the Chief Engineer of the Commissioners. 

Secretary Delafield explained the present 
status. and future prospects of underground 
rapid “transit in this city, after the board 
had adjourned. 

‘There are two sets of legal questions to 
be decided,’’ Mr. Delafield said, ‘‘ both of 
which are now before the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court, after argu- 
ments have been heard on them. 

“The first of these is the confirmation 
of the report of the Supreme Court Com- 
mission in favor of building the under- 
ground road. This confirmation we may 


, expect any day, and as soon as we get it 


preparations for drawing up the contract 
for building the road will be begun. 

“The law involved in this question, how- 
ever, may be taken to the Court of oe 
that is, the question whether the Rapid 
Transit Commission is a legally constituted 
body. If we get a speedy decision from the 
Appellate Division we hope to have the 
case argued before the Court of Appeals 
before its adjournment for the Summer. 

“Then there is the whole question of the 
Constitutionality of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, raised. in court by The New-York 
Sun. This case has already been heard by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, and if we get a decision on it within 
two weeks, and, if both cases should be 
appealed, they might be argued together 
and a decision from the court of last re- 
sort obtained by the middle of June. 

“If these decisions are all favorable, as 
we hope they will be, we might let the 
contract by September or October. I do 
not know how long it will take the con- 
tractor to accumulate a suitable plant to 
make the excavations, but I imagine it will 
take several months. 

“ Finally, below Thirty-fourth Street, on 
the west side, there will be some tedious 
legal delays, owing to private rights in 
vaults projecting into Broadway. There- 
fore, while work above Thirty-fourth Street 
on the west side and above Fourteenth 
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Street on the east side may be commenced 
before the close of the og year the 
main part of Broadway will not be touched 
before 1897. 





JUSTICE GAYNOR AGAIN REVERSED. 


Appeal from His Decision Sustained 
by the Appellate Court. 


Justice William J. Gaynor of Brooklyn 
was again reversed yesterday by the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court, which 
sustained an appeal from one of his decis- 
ions, 

The case was that of F. A. Schroeder 
against Henry V. A. Post and others, and 
was in relation to the purchase of fifty 


shares of United Domestic Sewing Machine 
Company stock. The opinion was written 
by Justice Bartlett. It is as follows: 


The complaint .n this action contains twenty- 
one numbered paragraphs. The cause of action is 
stated in Paragraphs 1 to 15, inclusive. Those 
paragraphs allege in substance that the plaintiff 
was induced to subscribe for and purchase fifty 
shares of the preferred stock of the United Do- 
mestic Sewing Machine Company in reliance 
upon @ prospectus which the defendants caused 
to be published and distributed, with their names 
thereon as Directors, with intent to influence 
the public, and which prospectus was largely 
made up of statements that were not true in fact, 
and were known by the defendants to be false. 

The subsequent paragraphs from that numbered 


‘16 to that numbered 21, inclusive, allege facts 


which, if true, are merely items of evidence to 
establish the cause of action set forth in the 
previous portion of the complaint. They were 
so regarded by the learned Judge at Special 
Term, who expressed the opinion that they were 
unnecessarily pleaded, but who denied the mo- 
tion to strike out as irrelevant and redundant, 
because strict pleading has become, to quote his 
own language, ‘‘a lost art in this State.”’ 

it be true indeed that the art of strict 
pleading is lost, we think it is the duty of the 
courts to do what they can to restore it, and, to 
that end, the motion in this case should be grant- 
ed, Unless the provision of the code which au- 
thorizes the Court to strike out irrelevant and 
redundant matter is to be treated as a nullity, 
the appellant is entitled to relief thereunder. 

A party should not be compelled in pleading 
to admit or deny a dozen printed folios of a 
complaint containing nothing but the particulars 
of evidence which may be pertinent to the plaint- 
iff’s cause of action as proof, but which are in 
no wise necessary to a statement thereof. 

The cause of action in the present case is 
clearly and fully set out in the first fifteen num- 
bered paragraphs of the complaint, and as a mat- 
ter of pleading. All that follows the fifteenth 
paragraph, except the prayer for judgment, is re- 
dundant and should be stricken out. 

Justice Gaynor’s order was reversed, with

REPORT ON THE DEBORAH NURSERY 





Doctor Says Many of the Children Are 
Victims of Disease. 


Dr. George Lindenmeyer, at the request 
of Controller Fitch, recently made an ex- 
amination of the Deborah Day Nursery 
and Child’s Protectory, at Eagle Avenue 
and One Hundred and Sixty-second Street, 
and of the children housed there. He made 
a report to the Controller yesterday, in 
which he said that among 102 inmates he 
found 44 cases of parasitic affections and 


eye diseases, and most of the cases were 
contagious. 

The doctor says, further, that what struck 
him as remarkable was the fact that only 
eight of the older inmates had heen infect- 
ed with the diseases prevalent among the 
children, and he can hardly explain, other 
than as an act of providence, the fact that 
an epidemic has not bro’zen out in the 
nursery. 

A large number of the cases came from 
the down-town branch of the nursery, in 
East Broadway. The indications were, said 
the doctor in his report, that every inmate 
has been infected at some time or other 
with the contagion in one form or another. 

The doctor added, in his report, that the 
building was in good condition, and that 
the day he examined them the beds were 
clean. The Controller will confer with the 
Trustees of the institution. 





HAD A KITTEN FOR THE MAYOR. 


Miserable Looking Animal Taken to 
City Hall and Left There. 


Mrs. Christina Frank, who calls herself 
the “mother of humanity,’’ and who is a 
frequent visitor at the Mayor’s office, was 
much disappointed when she called there 
yesterday morning and found the Mayor 
absent. 

She carried in her arms a puny, miser- 
able kitten, which looked as though it had 
been picked out of an ashbarrel. She had 
intended the kitten as a present to the 
Mayor. It had sore eyes and a cold in its 
head. An old clock spring encircled the 
kitten’s neck, and served as a collar. 

The woman told Job Hedges, the Mayor’s 
private secretary, that the kitten waS a

WORKING OF THE GILDER LAW HAS 
BEEN BENEFICIAL. 
< 

Tenement House Commission Has Rene 
dered a Public Service—Opinion of 
Stevenson Constable, Superintend-~ 
ent of Buildings—New Buildings 
Are Nearly Fire-proof, More Con- 
venient, and More Comfortable 

than the Old Ones, 


Of the many commissions appointed b¥ 
the Legislature in recent years, none hag 
done more for the positive and permanent 
good of New-York than the Tenement 
House Commission, of which Richard Wat- 


son Gilder was Chairman, and Edward 
Marshall Secretary. It brought about a 
great reform in the construction of abodes 


-for the poorer classes, by which they have 


been rendered practically fire-proof, san- 
itary, and far better lighted and more 
comfortable than formerly. 

The commission also exploded the er- 
roneous idea of the agent for a certain 
rich church corporation, to the effect that 
one hydrant in a tenement. yard was» 
enough, because the poor did not care to’ 
wash themselves. 

Stevenson Constable, Superintendent of 
Buildings, speaking of the practical effect 
of the bills drafted by Mr. Gilder and his 
associates, and enacted into laws by the 
Legislature,. said: ‘The construction of 
tenements under the new law has been 
fully equal to what it was before the en- 
actment ot the law. Of course, there was a 
great rush to file plans before the law went 
into effect. In the month preceding that 
event—that is, from May 1 to May 29, 1895— 
400 plans were filed. In some of these 
cases the filers were not certain whether 
they wanted to build or not; but they. 
wanted the plans filed, to enable them ta 
build under the old law, if they decided to 
build at all. For only six months after the 
enactment of the law, however, were they 
permitted to build under the old law, and 
at the expiration of that term it was found 
that about one-third of ,the 400 plans had 
not been executed. 

‘From May 1 to Dec. 81, last year, the 
whole number of tenement-house plans 
filed was 700, so that 300 were filed during 
the year for construction under the new 
law. Of course, 300 plans filed from June 1 
to Dec. 31, as against 400 in the previous 
single month, looks like a very great fall- 
ing off, indeed, but it must be borne in 
mind that the May filing was monstrously 
abnormal. From Jan. 1 to April 1, this 
year, 310 tenement-house plans have been 
filed, making a total of 610 plans since the 
Gilder law became operative, and quite 
& normal number for the period. 

_“ As to the effects, one of the most marked 
is that the rigid enforcement of this law 
has practically driven from the field of 
tenement-house building the contractors and 
builders who erected them as a specula- 
tion, and, of course, made them as cheap 
and flimsy as possible. This is a great 
gain, because a large proportion of tene- 
ment-house building has been of this nature. 
The added cost under the Gilder law—from 
$260 to $300—small as it seems, together 
with the strict supervision of this depart- 
ment and its insistence that all the pro- 
visions of the law and all the specifications 
of the plans shall be honestly carried out, 
have made the old speculative enterprise 
unprofitable. This leaves tenement-house 
building in the hands of the better and 
more upright builders. These are pleased 
with the law.. Anybody is more satisfied 
with doing a solid piece of work than with 
doing a poor piece. The owners of the new 
tenements are also more. than reconciled 
to the additional ‘cost, _ have said to 
me repeatedly that it éna them to se- 
cure a better class of tenants, the buildings 
being vastly more convenient and com- 
fortable, and nearly fireproof. 

“It is a’splendid law, but, of course, it 
could be a dead letter if not fearlessly en- 
forced by this department. Under the old 
law no such rattletraps as were put up 
could have been erected had there been 
an honest and strong administration of this 
department.” 

Another excellent work performed by the 
late Tenement House Commission was the 
laying out of a series of small parks in the 
most crowded districts of the city. 





LARGEST BRITISH CLIPPER AFLOAT 


Somali Makes a Fast Trip Here from 
Calcutta, 


The British clipper Somali, the largest 
of all of her nationality afloat, made her 
first appearance in this harbor yesterday. 
She is under the’ command of Capt. Hanney, 
and is,consigned to J. W. Parker & Co. 
of New Street. 

When seen. in. the office of her agents 
yesterday, Capt. Hanney said his ship was 
not only the biggest of all under the Eng- 
lish flag, but he considered her to be the 
stoutest as well. The vessel’s hull is of 


steel, as are also her spars, with the ex-. 
ception of her light yards. .She is four- 
masted and of 3,336 tons register. Her 
length is 336 feet. »She has a breadth of 
beam of 47 feet and a draught of 27. Thir- 
ty-nine men, all told, compose her crew. 
No more are required to work the mammoth 
craft, as the ship is fitted with all the 
latest labor-saving devices, the anchor is 
tripped by steam supplied by a donkey 
engine, and steam winches are used for 
taking in and discharging cargo. 

The vessel is from Calcutta, 116 days out. 
Her cargo, which is of the sort called 
general, represents a dead weight of 7,000 
tons. After discharging at the Erie Basin, 
she will load with case oil for Calcutta, 
taking on 150,000 cases, the largest cargo 
of its kind ever cdrried out of this port 
on a sailing vessel. ;

THURSDAY—P. M. 
stock market was excessively 
in the absence of business, prices 
receded somewhat. There was a recovery 
in the last hour, however, which carried 


prices back almost to the level of yester- 
day’s closing. 

There was an entire absence of influentiai 
news. Gold bills against the shipments to 
be made on Saturday appeared, and it is 
now thought that about $1,500,000 will go, 
the shipments being made by two houses. 
The adjournment of the State Legislature 
removed a threatening feature from the 
situation. The Treasury Department made 
another call on the depository banks, on 
account of the recent bond transaction, 
and, as a result, about $38,000,000 in legal 
tenders will be withdrawn from the mar- 
ket, leaving outstanding about $0,000,000 
with the banks. Reports from the West 
told of excessive rains, and on this fact 
Chicago was a small seller of the Granger 
stocks. 

In only four stocks did the trading exceed 
10,000 shares—Sugar, Tobacco, Burlington, 
and St. Paul. Sugar was irregular until 
the final hour, when it developed strength, 
and closed at its top price, 123%, a net gain 
of %. Tobacco was firm, on a theory that 
should the decision in the New-Jersey 
courts, which is expected to-morrow, sus- 
tain the legality of the scrip dividend re- 
cently declared, the stock should sell at 
higher prices. Just why it should do so is 
not explained; on the contrary, the value 


of the stock, which is now selling ex divi- 
dend, should increase if the court holds 
that the scrip must not be issued from the 
treasury of che company.
